THE UTE AND OROW LAND BILLS PassED— 

THE BOURBONS DEFEAT A MOTION FIX- 

ING A DAY FOR DISCUSSING THE BANK 

CHARTER EXTENSION BILL—A SUCCESS 
FUL PUBLIO BUILDING RAID. 


Wasurnoton, April 8.—The first Monday 
in each month is set aside in the House for the 
passage, under a suspension of the rules, of 
bills called up by members, Several bills were 
disposed ef in this way this afternoon. The 
first one was Mr, Belford’s, explained in Tan 
Times this morning, relating to the settlers 
end miners on the eastern border of the 
Ute Reservation in Colorado, There was 
very little debate upon this bill, 
which was passed by a vote of 136 
toll. The next bill calied up was one advo- 
cated by Mr. Maginnis, which ratifies an agree- 
ment made with the Crow Indians of Montana 
for the sale of a part of their reservation. Af- 
ter the sale the Government is to allot the re- 
mainder of the reservation to the Indians in 
severalty and to give them $30,000 per annum 
for 25 years, in addition to the annuities, &c., 
which they now receive. This is not the bill 
to ratify an agreement with the same Indians 
for the sale of a part of their reservation re- 
quired by the Northern Pacific Road, Mr. 
Maginnis induced the House to pass his bill 
without debate or objection. 

Mr. Crapo then offered a resolution making 
the bill for extending the charters of national 
banks a special order for April 15, This propo- 


sition aroused stubborn opposition on the Dem- 
ocratic side. His motion to pass the resolution 
was seconded by a vote of 103 to 45. Mr, 
Springer opposed the resolution on the ground 
that there were already a sufficient number of 
special orders to keep the House busy for the 
remainder of the session, Mr. Bland, of Mis- 
souri, grasped the opportunity to denounce the 
national banking system, which he said must 
soon be swept away. He also brought for- 
ward once more his views in relation to silver. 

Mr. Hardenbergh, of New-Jersey, did not 
agree with the prevailing sentiment on the 
Democratic side. He spoke, he said, from the 
stand-point of a Demecrat, and declared that 
the question was one of greater importance 
than that of tariff revision. He had not 
been originally in favor of the national 
banking system, but he -recognized it 
fs an institution which had been of 
great service to the country. Did Congress 
intend to break down 2,000 banks and sow the 
seeds of dishonor and distrust? The party 
which should refuse to set apart one day for 
the consideration of so important a question 
would never, in his opinion, find an audience 
or achieve success with the American people. 
Mr. Hardenbergh was loudly applauded by the 
Republicans, 

Mr. Crapo showed that it would be impossi- 
ble to reach the billin the ordinary course of 
business. lt was on the House calendar, and 
in the Forty-sixth Congress the House had 
never taken up that calendar. Within 10 
months, and before another session could take 
action upon the bill, 400 banks would 
go out of existence. To be sure, they 
might reorganize under the law, but 
reorganization would require them to go 
into liquidation, and this would cause 
contraction of the currency to the extent of 
$70,000,000 within the next 10 months. The 
Controller of the Currency held $75,000,000 in 
bonds to secure the circulation of these banks, 
anc to reorganize by going into liquida- 
tion would require the banks to deposit, 
in place of their bonds, $70,000,000 in 
lawful money. Would not that contrac- 
tion cause distress? On one and _ the 
same day the charters of 293 of these banks 
would expire, and if they should reerganize 
under the law they weuld be obliged to deposit 
649,000,000 of lawful money, so [that the cur- 
rency would be contracted to that extent at 
one time. The banks had lent $150,000,000 to 
business men, and these men wanted to know 
svhether the leans were to continue or whether 
they must borrow elsewhere. The question 
was one of more interest to business men 
than to the banks. Mr. Cobb remarked that 
the banks cared nothing for the people. 
He would let them reorganize. Mr. Dietrick 
C. Smith joined Mr. Crapoin making an ap- 
peal on behalf of the business men. Mr. Crapo 
assured Mr. Hewitt that there should be ample 
opportunity, when the bill came up, for amend- 
ments, Mr. Robeson asked 4f the Democratic 
Party had decided that no business should be 
fone in the House except in relation to the a 
propriation bills and the special orders aiready 
made. Mr. Townshend, of lilinois, declared 
that the national banking system should come 
to an end, and asserted that the banks had 
only a short time ago threatened the country 
with bankruptcy andruin for the purpose of 
bull-dozing Congress, and had bull-dozed the 
President until he had yielded with a veto. 

The resolution was then put upon its passage 
and was lost by a vote of 122 to 78, two-thirds 
not voting in the affirmative. Im this way the 
Democrats refused to allow a discussion of the 
bill.

Mr. Knott, of Kentucky, then moved the 
passage of a bill directing the Postmaster-Gen- 
pral to readjust the salaries of Postmasters, as 

rovided in the acts of 1864 and 1866. This 
bin covers many claims, ranging from $12 to 
6100, and it was asserted that the department 
had not obeyed the law and had refused to 
make the readjustment in the years from 1864 
to 1872. On the other hand, it was said that 
the as had readjusted the salaries 
of all Postmasters who had applied for a read- 
justment, and had not believed that it was its 
duty to readjust the salaries of others, A 
similar bill has twice passed the Senate, and it 
almost passed the House in the last Congress 

under a suspension of the rules. It has been 
said that these claims, which amount to 
€500,000 at least, and may reach $2,000,- 

000, are in the hands of aring of claim agents 

who will take the lion’s share of the money. 
The bill taken up to-day provides, however, 
that the money shall be forwarded directly to 
the claimants in the form of drafts. he 
claims are those of Postmasters whose salaries 
were in proportion to the business done in their 
offices. Mr. Blount, of Georgia, opposed the 

bill, but it was passed by a vote of 149 to 23. 

Then Mr. Dunnell brought forward the 
Ways and Means Committee’s bill which pro- 
vides for an extension of the time durin 
which distilled liqaors may remain in bon 
without the payment of tax.

Then began a little raid in behalf of public 
buildings, Mr. Willis, of Kentucky, was the 
first to ask for the passage of a bill of this 
kind. His building is to stand in Louisville 
and its cost is not to exceed $500,000, Some 
of the old members anticipated two or three 
hours of log rolling, and Mr. Bragg moved to 
adjourn, This motion was lost and several 
other dilatory motions met the same 
fate. After words of explanation from Mr. 
Willis, the bill was Mr, Bragg 
a tried to induce the House to adjourn. 
r. Van Voorhis then asked the House to pass 
the bill for a public building in Reehester, N, 
Y,, the cost of which is not to exceed $300,000, 
Mr. Holman made objection and Mr. Hazelton 
declared that the gentleman from Indiana was 
advocating a penny wise and pound foolish 
theory because the erection of these buildings 
was true economy. The bill was passed by a 
vote of 144 to 4. Mr, Converse then moved 
the paenege of a bill for the erection 
of a_ public building in Columbus, Ohio. 
Mr. Calkins moved that the House adjourn 
and Mr. Camp asked whether the House had 
not already done enough work in this line for 
one day, having voted away $5,000,000 under a 
suspension of the rules. The House refused to 
adjourn. Mr. Camp then protested against 
this reckless manner of voting away the public 
money. Referring to an article recently pub- 
lished in THE TrMes, he said that there were 
128 bills of this kind, calling for more than 
$17,000,000. Mr. Townshend, of Illinois, 
asked if Mr. Camp had not voted 
for the Rochester bill. Mr. Camp replied 
that he had done so. He then spoke of the 
passage of seven public building bills in the 
Senate a few days ago, all in 10 minutes, and 
without debate, and he sent to the Clerk’s 
desk THE TIMES’s comments upon that action, 
which were read. He directed the attention 
of the House to these views of one of the lead- 
ing Republican journals of the country, and 
added that he had examined some of 
the public building bills, and had 
found that they provided for the erec- 
tion of Court-houses in laces where 
no courts had ever been held. In his opinion, 
it was time to pause. Mr. Butterworth, of 
Cincinnati, then objected to the passage of the 
Columbus bill, because a rearrangement of 
court districts in Ohioshad recently been se- 
cured bya bill which had been put through 
the House without his knowledge, This bill, 
he asserted, had made an unfair division in 
favor of Columbus and against Cincinnati, 
Mr, Converse briefiy supported his Columbus 
bill, and declared that THE Trxs’s article 
was only an argument to startle the country. 
He then made the strange assertion that none 
of the public building bills passed in 
that day by the Senate appropriated money. 
Strictly speaking, this may be true, but these 
bills inevitably cause the appropriation of the 
sums mentioned in them, and to say that no 
money is appropiated by them is to take ad- 
vantage of a quibble. The Columbus bill was 
passed by a vote of 105to8. Mr. Washburn, 
of Minnesota, then succeeded, notwithstand- 
ing mctions to adjourn, in having a bill passed 
for a public building in Minneapolis by a vote 
of 104 to9. Assoon as this was disposed of, a 
dozen men were on their feet addressing the 
Speaker, but it was then after 6 o’clock, and a 
motion to adjourn was at last successful.

THE NEW-YORK GOVERNORSHIP. 
MR. FOLGER STILL ABSENT FROM WASHING- 
TON—-UNABATED INTEREST IN THE SUB- 
JECT, 


Wasuineoton, April 3.—Secretary Folger 
did not return to the capital to-day, so that 
the Republicans who desire to consult with him 
about the Governorship have not yet had an 
opportunity to do so. He will be here to- 
morrow. Ex-Senator Rockwell left here this 
afternoon, business preventing him from wait- 
ing until Mr. Folger’s arrival. The subject 
has not ceased to interest all politiciams. Men 


to whom New-York politics are intelligible see 
that the proposition to nominate Folger offers 
a formidable opposition to Gov. Cornell’s re- 
nomination. There are some New-York Re- 
publicans whe so fully appreciate the Govern- 
or’s skill as a politician that they confess their 
doubt about the ability of the Folger men to 
beat him in the convention or in the work of 
electing delegates to the convention. They say 
a believe that Folger would, if nominated, 
poll a larger vote than Cornell, but they admit 
the possibility of the Governor securing the 
convention and prevenne the test of Folger’s 
popularity at the polls. Congressmen who 
have talked about the matter to-day frankly 
admit the force of the suggestion to nominate 
Folger, while they utter no hostile words about 
Cornell. One of them said to-night: ‘‘Ilama 
Cornell man until Folger is a candidate. If 
there is to be a choice between the two men, I 
am for Folger.”

THE CHINESE BILL TO BE VETOED. 

THE PROHIBITION OF 20 YEARS REGARDED 
BY THE PRESIDEKT AS A TREATY VIO- 
LATION. 

Wasuineton, April 3.—Statements made 
by members of the Cabinet this afternoon, 
after a special meeting which was held for the 
further consideration of the Chinese bill, indi- 
cate in a positive manner that the bill will be 
vetoed to-morrow, It is understood that the 
President would willingly sign a bill sus 
pending immigration for 10 years, and 
that he regards the suspension for 20 years 


provided for in the bill as virtually prohib- 
itory and in violation of the understandin 
between our Commissioners and the officers o 
the Chinese Government who negotiated the 
treaty of 1880. It is expected that in his veto 
Message the President will suggest this modi- 
fication. The Senators and presentatives 
from the Pacific slope are greatly disap- 
pointed to-night, and they predict that a 
veto will cost the Republican Party the votes 
of California, Oregon, Nevada, and Colorado, 
On the other hand, it is said by these who sup- 
port the position said to be held by the Presi- 
dent that the veto will be for the best interests 
of the whole party, because it is right to pre- 
vent a violation of treaty obligations, and be- 
cause a suspension for i0 years will give all the 
relief that can be asked. It is also said that the 
States of California, Oregon, and Nevada are 
gravitating toward the Democratic Party, 
and that the veto, while it may hasten them 
on their way, will be of political value to the 
Republican Party in other States. The bill 
was passed in the Senate by a vote of 29 to 
15, and in the House by a vote of 167 to 66,

THE EIGHT-HOUR LAW. 
THE MOVEMENT FOR ITS ENFORCEMENT— 
CLAIMS FOR BACK PAY FOR EXTRA HOURS. 
Wasuineror, April 8.—The employes of 
the Government in this and other cities who 
work by the day are making a united effort 
to secure the enforcement of the Eight-hour 


law. In the House to-day, Mr. Murch, of 
Maine, introduced a resolution calling upon 
the President for infermation in explanation 
of the repeated and continued violation of the 
law in the Navy-yards and elsewhere. Richard 
Emmons, of; the Washington Navy-yard, 
one of the leadérs of the movement to 
secure the enforcement ef the law, expects 
not only an enforcement of the law, but also 
that the employes will recover back pay for 
two hours ver day since the end of President 
Grant’s second term. Gen. B. F. Butler has 
been retained, he says, to prosecute the claims 
for back pay, and about 80 per cent. of the 
claimants have already put their cases in his 
hands. He now has a test case before the 
Supreme Court. Mr. Emmons, with delegates 
from other Navy-yards, called upon the Presi- 
dent last month and asked him to issue a proc- 
lamation for the enforcement of the law. Mr. 
Emmons says that the President took the pa- 
pers which were presented to him and sent 
them to the Attorney-General for an opinion,

selected, and thereby tend more effectually to 
carry out the objects of the law.

A MEMBER OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTER 
RETURNS TO THE REGULARS. 

Scraxton, Penn., April 8.—Mr. F. M. 
Nichols, one of the most active and intelligent 
members of the Executive Committee of the

THE ELECTIONS IN OHIO 


DHMOCRATS FAVORED BY REPUB.- 
LICAN LEGISLATION. 
THH UNFORTUNATE BURDEN OF THE POND 
LIQUOR BILL—REPUBLIOAN MAJORITIES 
IN CLEVELAND AND CINCINNATI WIPED 
OUT—THE RESULT IN COLUMBUS, 
Ormcrsnatr, April 3.—The Republicans 
of Cincinnati were beaten one year ago by 
2,500 majority, because of the failure of the 
State Legislature to pass another law re- 
stricting the liquor trade. They were 
beaten again to-day by a majority 
nearly twice as great because, in 
the interval, amends had been made and such 
a law enacted. The indications at this hour 
(¥11 o’clock) are that the entire Republican 
city ticket has been defeated by from 4,000 to 
5,000, and that even the candidates for ward 
offices, who supposed that they were sure of 
several hundred majority, have also been 
slaughtered. In the German wards heavy 
Republican majorities have disappeared in 
almost every instance and Democratic majori- 
ties have taken their places, In the American 


wards, where an opposite result was ex d, 
the Republicans have no more than held their 
own. Capt. Ross, who, as the Republican 
candidate for the Board of Public Works, 
stood at the head of the ticket, concedes that 
he has been beaten by at least 4,000, and he is 
peseateé to hear that his opponent has a still 
rger majority. 

The magnitude of the defeat will be better 
understood whenitis known that one week 
ago the Democratic Party were is a miserably 
disorganized and. disheartened condition and 
without an expectation of electing a 
single candidate on their ticket, The then ap- 
parently hopeless state of the party was due 
to the efforts of the Committee of Twelve 
to abolish the primary elections and in- 
stitute other reforms. About the middle 
of the week the State Legislature, 
which is Republican, passed the Pond Liquor 
bill, and the result is seen in to-night’s returns, 
The fight thus unexpectedly brought on was 
between the saloon-keepers and brewers, 
backed by a heavy German population, 
and the Republican Party. Thousands of 
Germans whe never voted the Democratic 
ticket before voted it to-day, in order to 
rebuke the Republicans for interfering 
with the business of brewing and selling beer. 
So far was this disposition carried that 
Councilman Gramy, who was up for re-elec- 
tion in the Eleventh Ward, andis himself a sa- 
loon-keeper and widely popular, was scratched 
to such an extent that a usual Republican ma- 
jority of 800 or 900 was entirely overcome, 
and he is among the defeated. This was 
for no other reason than that he was running 
on the Republican ticket and a Republican 
Legislature had passed the Pond bill. A singu- 
lar feature of the day was that while the Repub- 
licans were foughtso relentlessly because a tax 
had been imposed on the business of liquor- 
selling, the temperance people gave the party 
very lukewarm support, 1n many cases tem- 
yerance Republicans actually voted the 
Jemocratic _ ticket because they re- 
garded the Pond bill as a half-way measure 
and they wanted a cast-iron prohibition law. 
The only redeeming thing is that some Dem- 
ocrats, perhaps 500, voted the Republican 
ticket because they believed that it was the 
liquor-seliers who deserved to be rebuked. 

‘LEVELAND, April 3.—The vote in’ Cleve- 
land to-day has been unusually light, the chief 
and about the only work being done by the 
saloon men and brewers in getting out their 
employesandevery body else they could get their 
hands on, All the big West Side breweries have 
been closed and the beer wagons used as hacks 
in getting out the voters, The saloons are 
closed by law, and their owners have been 
at the polls in force. The temperance men 
and church people, on the other hand, have 
shown a woeful lack of interest, partly be- 
cause of a lack of organization and partly 
because they are not satisfied that the Pond 
bill goes far enough. A few Democrats anda 
few Serene have voted the Republican ticket 
because of personal views on the temperance 
auestion, but the great majority of both 
classes have stood by the Democrats. There 
has been little scratching, as the personal 
claims of candidates have been lost sight of 
and the whole work done on the main issue, 
The Democrats have undoubtedly elected 11 
out of the 18 Councilmen, and the Republicans 
% The city ticket, comprising Police Clerk 
and members of several boards, has probably 
gone Democratic by a small majority, al- 
though returms are not in such shape 
as will allow’ the making: of __fig- 
ures.. Last year the Republicans elect- 
ed their Mayor by 38,200 majority, which 
the Pond bill has sweptaway for the time 
being. The Democrats are wild over the re- 
sult, and say that the way has been paved for 
a Democratic Congressman from the Cleve- 
land district and the election of a State ticket 
next Fall. While they agree that the Pond 
bill was the main reason for the change, they 
also say that general Republican apathy had 
something to do with it. . 

The Democratic city ticket iselected by from 
600 to 1,000 majority, with the possible excep- 
tion of Police Clerk. 

CoLumsvus, April 3.—The unusually warm 
and pleasant weather to-day brought out a 
very heavy vote, and the best of order pre- 
vailed. ‘he passage of the Pond bill 
at this time was a heavy load for the 
Hepublicans to carry, as it combined all 
the liquor interest against the Republican 
ticket. Judge Thompson attempted the 
independent dodge for Councilman in the Four- 
teenth Ward, but was buried by the Re- 
publican nominee. The greatest of interest 
was taken in the election to-day, there be- 
ing a contest between the Democratic 
Mayor and the Republican Council for 
the control of the Fire Department. 
The Democrats have elected their Police Com- 
missioner, Trustee of Water-works, and other 
mainor officers, while the Republicans have 
held their own in holding eontrol of 
the Council, the most important of all. 
lt was generally feared that this depart- 
ment of the city Goverament would be surely 
secured by the Democrats, but with all the aid 
contributed by the Republican Legislature 
hard work alone has saved the Democrats 
from making aclean sweep. As it is, that 
party is greatly disgusted to find that its ex- 
pectations have not been realized.

THE JEFFERSONIAN DOOTRINE, 


MR. TILDEN’S ESSAY UPON JEFFERSON AND 
A NEEDED STUDY OF HIS PRECEPTS. 
New-Haven, April 3.—The Jeffersonian 
Club, an organization composed of many of 
the leading Democrats in New-Haven and its 
vicinity, celebrated the birthday of Thomas 
Jefferson this evening, An oration was deliv- 
ered by William Parsons, of the Register. 
Speeches were made by prominent Connecti- 
cut Democrats, and a number of written dec- 
linations were read. Gen. W. 8. Hancock 
sent a note expressive of his regret that an en- 
gagement prevented his attendance. Ex-Gov. 
Samuel J. Tilden sent the following letter: 


GRAY8TONE, March 30, 1882. 

GunrtemMEeNn: I have received your letter in be- 
half of the Jeffersonian Club of New-Haven invit- 
ing me to be presens at their commemoration of 
the birth of Thomas Jefferson. Although I am 
obliged to deny myself the pleasure of meeting 
with you on that occasion, [I share the feelings 
which bring you together. Mr. Jefferson has many 
titles to the reverence of the American people, and 
of all lovers of llberty throughout the world. He 
was among the earliest, most resolute, and most 
steadfast of the pores who upheld the popular 
rights in the incipient struggles of our Revolution, 
when the part he took required a higher order of 
courage, of self-denial, and of genius, than were 
necessary at any subsequent period of our 
history. He penned the immortal statement of the 
principles that led our ancestors to assert the inde- 

endent existence of our country, and which has 

een substantially adopted as a model for every 
people who have since attempted to establish na- 
tional independence on the basis of human rights. 
He was first in hia day to completely emancipate 
bis own mind from the monarchical and aristocrat- 
ical traditions which still enslaved most of the best 
intellects of the country. 

But the obligations of the world to Mr. Jefferson 
do not end here. On the completion of the Federal 
Constitution, Gouverneur Morris, being asked what 
he thought of it, answered, ‘‘ That depends upon 
how it is construed.’’ After the organization of 
the Federal Government a powerful class sought to 
impress upon its practical working ine similitude 
of the British system. Mr. Jefferson was the great 
leader of the party formed to resist these efforts 
and to hold our institutions to the popular 
character which was understood to belong 
to them when the Constitution was ratified by 
the people, By his inflexible adherence to free 
principles, by his untiring efforts, by his counsels, 
and by the magic of his pen, he was the principal 
agent in rescuing from its greatest peril, and while 
yetin its infancy, government by the people, for 
the people. The arduous contest resulted in a po- 
litical revolution which brought Mr. Jefferson into 
the Presidency. He put the Ship of State, to use 
his own expression, upon the ‘* republican tack.” 
He arrested centralizing tendencies, reinvig- 
orated local self-government, restored the 
rights of the States, and protected and en- 
larged the domain of the individual judg- 
ment and conscience. For eight years he ad- 
tministerea the Government, and fur 16 years it 
was administered by his pupils under his observa- 
tion and advice. Thus was established a habit 
which largely shaped the standards for the guid- 
ance of the popular judgment, the modes of think- 
ing statesmen, and the general course of Govern- 
ment for 60 years. How important such a habit is 
will be appreciated when we consider that usurpa- 
tion has often been successfully accomplished in 
other countries by men wielding the* ex- 
eeutive power, and when we are reminded 
that Jefferson sincerely feared that Ham- 
iiton, who thought our Government a 
“frail and worthiess fabric,’ would change it 
if he came into power, and when we also recall 
the fact that Hamilton himself has left on record 
his belief that Burr would have wrought a personal 
usurpation if he could have grasped the Presi- 
dency. Mr. Jefferson gave to our administrative 
system an aspect of republican simplicity, re- 
pressed jobbery as well as all perversions of power, 
and, by his precepts, his influence, and his exam- 
ple, elevated the standard of political morais. In 
his personal practice he was not only pure, but, to 
make his’ example more effective, he refrained, 
while administering the greatest of offieial trusts, 
from all attempts to increase his own fortune, 
even by methods open to every private citizen. 

In a period when there seems to be little respect’ 
for the limitations of power prescribed by our 
written Constitution; waen assumptions of un- 
granted authority are rife in all the departments 
of the Federal Government: when that Govern- 
ment is being gradually changed into an elective 
despotism, meddling in everything belonging tothe 
States or to individuals; when every new assump- 
tion of ungranted power creates new opportuni- 
ties, new favilities, and new incentives to favoritism 
and jobbery; when the civil service has been con- 
verted into a balauce of power to determine the 
elections by pecuniary and other illegitimate in- 
fluences; when the perversion of high public trusts 
to the private cain of the official is frequently com- 
mitted with apparent unconsciousness of wrong, 
and passes almost without rebuke, it is time that 
the teachings and the example of Thomas Jeffer-: 
son be invoked to keep alive the glimmering spark 
of official virtue and public honor. Your fellow- 
citizen, SAMUEL J. TILDEN.

SEVEN BALTIMORE DOCTORS CANNOT ABIDE *’ 
A COLORED PHYSICIAN, 
BALTIMORE, April 3.—At the last weekly 
meeting of the Baltimore Medical and Surgical So- 
cfety the Committee of Honor presented the names 
of several candidates for membership, with its ap- 
proval, for action on the part of the society. A 
member requested the committee to report the 
color of the candidates. Much excitement followed 


the question, and it was stated that one of thie ap- 
plicants for membership was Dr, Whitfield Winsey, 
a colored practitioner, whose office is at No. 116 
East Fayette-street. In tbe discussion that fol- 
lowed many of the leading members of the 
society, several of whom are Professors in 
the medical colleges of the city, stated that they 
had met Dr. Winsey in consultation, and that he 
was an intelligent and experienced physician aud 
surgeon, a graduate of tne Harvard University 
Medical School, and that he had been a resident 
physician in one of the most prominent Massa- 
chusetts hespitals. No facts were brought for- 
ward detrimental to the professional or personal 
character of Dr. Winsey, and as the constitution 
of the society says that a oe of good pro- 
fessional and moral standing shall be eligible 
to membership, and makes no mention 
as to the color of applicants it 
was expected that the application would be 
favorably acted upon. But the bailot-box was 
found te contain seven black balls, five being suf- 
ficient to reject anapplicant. There were about 25 
votes cast. Aft-r the adjournment of the ‘society 
much indignation was expressed by vrominent 
members of the profession at the action taken. 
The cause given for their conduct by those who 
voted against Dr. Winsey was purely his color, one 
of them stating that his Southern birth prevented 
him from recognizing a negro practitioner. A dis- 
tinguished Maryland medical Professor re- 
plied that he had carried a sword in 
the Confederate Army, but that his po- 
litical sentiments would never intefere with 
his recognition of scientific merit in a member of 
the colored race. Dr. Winsey is a man of fine ap- 
earance, in the prime of life. He would be taken 
or a Caucasian by any one who was not aware of 
his African descent, and is generally recognized by 
the physicians of the city who are asked to meet 
him in consultation.

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JESSE JAMES SHOT DOWN. 
—_-e-- 4 
KILLED BY ONE OF HIS CONFEDERATES WHO 
CLAIMS TO BE A DETECTIVE, 

Sr. JosrpH, Mo., April 3.—A great sensa- 
tion was created in this city this morning by the 
announcement that Jesse James, the notorious 
bandit and train-robber, had been shot and killed 
here. The news spread with great rapidity, but 
most persons received it with doubts until investi- 
gation established the fact beyond question. Then 
the excitement became more intense, and crowds 
of people rushed to the quarter, of the city where 
the shooting had oceurred, anxious to view the 
body of the dead outlaw and to learn the particu- 
lars. Ina small frame shanty in the south-east 
part of the city, on the hill, not far from the 


World’s Hotel, Jesse James has lived with his 
wife since some time in November last. Robert 
and Charies Ford, two of his gang, have made 
their head-quarters at his house. Charles, it is 
said, has lived with him in the shanty ever since 
November; Robert arrived about 10 days ago, and 
the three have been making preparations for a 
ae expedition on which they were to start to- 
night. 

Tames and the two Fords were in the front 
room together about 9 o’clock this morning. James 
took off his belt and laid his pistols on the bed, 
preparing to wash himself, when Robert Ford 
sprang up behind him and sent a bullet through 
hie brain. The bali entered the back of his head 
at the base of the right brain, coming out over the 
eye. The Ford brothers at once made known 
what they had done and gave themselves up. 
They are now under guard at the ,Court-house. 
The body of Jesse James was conveyed to an un- 
dertaker’s, where it was prepared for burial and 
where a photograph was taken. James’s wife has 
telegraphed to his mother the news of his death. 
A number of men have identified the body. and 
there is no question about it being that of Jesse 
James. Alook at the body, while it was being 
photographed at the, undertaker’s, showed that he 
was a fine-looking man, apparently 40 years; old, 
with broad forehead, and his physiognomy was 
that of an inteiligent as weil as a resolute and dar- 
ing man. The house where James lived, and in 
which he was killed, has the appearance of an 
armory. Anumber of guns and pistols, including a 
repeating rifie, a needle-gun and navy revolvers 
with a good store of ammunition, were foun 
there. Jesse was in the habit of wearing two 
belts, with a brace of very fine revolvers and 25 
extra cartridges. Inasmall stable near the house 
were diseovered several fine horses, the property 
of James. The Ford brothers claim that they are 
detectives, and that they have been on James’s 
tracks for a long time. It is believed that they 
were with James in the Biue Cut train robbery, 
and that they were influenced in killing him by the 
hope of getting the big reward which has been of- 
fered for James, dead or alive, by the Governor 
and by the express and railroad companies, 


Kansas City, Mo., April 3.—This after- 
noon, as soon asthe news of the killing of Jesse 
James was received here, Police Commissioner 
Craig started for St. Joseph with a heavily armed 
posse of men to guard James’s body and 
give protection to the man who killed him. 
At the Police station it was ascertained that 
Bob Ford, a young man who has been hanging 
about the station for several weeks, was the person 
who shot and killed Jesse James. Ford left this 
city about a week ago and joined James in the yi- 
cinity of St. Joseph, remaining with him until an 
opportunity to kill was found. From the Pelice it 
is ascertained that Ford, who is believed to be 
a member of the gang, was under the control 
of Craig, and has been used as an instrument for 
James’s destruction. Ford isa young man, about 
22 years of age, and looks like a verdant youth 
from the country. In eppearance he is a mere 
boy, and is the last person in the world to be taken 
as the slayer of the famous outlaw. * 
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GEN. HURLBUT’S DEATH, 


A RECENT LETTER CONDEMNING SHIPHERD’S 
SCHEME-—LITTLE LEFT FOR HIS FAMILY, 
CuicaGo, April 3.—The Hon. E. H. Talbott, 
successor to the late Gen. Hurlbut in the State Legis- 
lature and closely related to him by marriage, said 
toan Evening Journal reporter to-day: *‘The General 
had not been in his old-time physical condition 
for several years, and sald to me some three 
years ago that he felt confident he should 
not live five years longer; that this 


was the outside limit which he _ then 
put upon his life.”

“You understand that in my position I cannot enter 
into newspaper discussion, for the reason I 
am at the mercy of those journals which 
are criticising my action.

You 
may reat assured thatI at all events am not compli- 
cated in the least degreewith any discreditable project, 
and that I have takeh all proper means to keep the

8 a@ curious mixture of the knave and 
the fool, with a decided preponderance 
of the former. His project 1s insane, has 
no foundation in law or equity,has no evidence of 
any kindin its favor, but there is somebody behind 
it.

He was accompanied to 
his post of duty by his wife and son and 
the son’s family, and they were all with 
him, undoubtedly, when he died. The General 
was very devoted to his family, and was al- 
ways accompanied by them when away from 
home way length of time. His orly child is this son, 
who is about 80 years old and a civil engineeer 
by profession, having been graduated in that 
department of the Chicago University.

LOSSES OF THE AMERICAN COMPANY—JHE

PHILADELPHIA, April 3.—At the meeting of 
the American Steam-ship Company to-day, the an- 
nual report of the company was presented, show- 
ing a loss of $106,504 on the year’s business.

THE MANHATTAN SCANDAL 


FACTS FOR A COMMITTEE OF IM 

VESTIGATION. 

HOW JUDGE WESTBROOK AND ATTORNEN 

GENERAL WARD HELPED THE SsTOC 

JOBBERS—JAY GOULD’S ATTORNEY RUN: 

NIKG THE PEOPLE'S SUIT—A SATISFAO 
TORY COURT IN GOULD’S OFFICE, 

The reeent introduction into the Assem: 
bly of Mr, Roosevelt’s resolution asking. for 
an investigation of the conduct of Judge Theo 
doric R. Westbrook and ex-Attorney-Gem 
eral Hamilton Ward has served to recall pub 
lic attention to the great stock jobbing scandal 
of last year, which resulted in firmly fastening 
the Manhattan swindle on the elevated road{ 
of this City and in putting the Gould-Field 
Sage clique in control of the rapid transit sys 
tem. The first exposure of the manner is 
which the stock jobbers, aided by their official 
allies, succeeded in their nefarious scheme was 


given in Tue Trmes of Dec, 27,1881. Added 


details were furnished in articles published 
subsequently. There is no doubt that the 
attention of all implicated was called to the 
publications, but still up to the present time 
there has been no denial by any party in 
interest of a single material fact which 
went to make up the charges against th¢ 
Judge, the Attorney-General, or the stock 
jobbers and their hirelings. In view of th¢ 
proposed investigation, it is worth basen 
briefly how the Judge and the Attorney 

figured in the proceedings. The stock jobbery 
their counsel, and servants have not been abl¢ 
to suggest a defense for themselves in opposi 


tion to the array of facts with which they 
were confronted. Hamilton Ward, the ex 
Attorney-General, was the first to appear om 
the scene. His initial step, as far as the paper 
in the various proceedings show, was to hird 
Burton N. Harrison, a lawyer, of this City, 
to make an investigation into the affairs of 
the Manhattan Railway Company. Mr, Har 
rison made a long affidavit, covering 40 1 
printed pages, in which he showed conclusively 
that the Manhattan was a fraudulent co 

tion, which had no right to existence, and ha 
forfeited any claim it might have had to buil 
or operate a railway. Although it is a littl 
out of the chronological order, it is worth 
stating here that the $3,500 which Mr. Harri 
son was paid for getting up this affidavit wag 
from the treasury of the corporation he found 
to be aswindle. This is a matter, however, 
which was not called to public attentior at the 
outset, 

Mr. Ward’s first appearance in public in the 
litigation was on May 18, 1881, when he pre 
sented himself before Judge Donohue, in Su 
preme Court, Chambers, in this City, arm 
with Mr. Harrison’s affidavit, and asked fo 
the customary leave to bring suit against th 
Manhattan Company to annul its charter an 

ut astop to its operations, The leave to suq 

ing granted, he obtained immediately au 
order from the Judge requiring the Company 
to show cause on y 27 why its property 
should not be turned over to a Receiver, and 
why it should not be restrained trom exer< 
cising any control over the elevated roads, 
On the same day Frank R. Lawrence, well 
known to be the counsel for Jay Gould’s partx 
ner and principal broker, gave notice of hia 
intention to sue the Manhattan in order to rex 
strain it from paying any dividends to thd 
stockholders of the New-York and Metropolix< 
tan Companies. Lawrence afterward brought 
suit simply to restrain the payment of divi< 
dends to the Metropolitan holders, Tha 
suit to enjoin the payment of the New- Yor 
Company’s dividends was brought on behal 
of a dummy of José F. De Navarro. Bo 
suits were for stock jobbing Tposes, an 
were denounced as such publicly at the time, 
Mr. Ward was repeatedly notified by Law< 
rence of the pendency of the action brought 
by the latter. 


MR. WARD’S CHANGE OF BASE. 


After an adjournment, the motion te 
appoint a Receiver came on for a hearing 
before Judge Donohue on June 3, but then 
an vurder was served staying the proceed- 
ings. This order, which had been inad- 
vertently signed by Judge Brady, was 
almost immediately vacated. The vacation 
left the Attorney-General in a position to 
proceed at once in his motion for the ap- 

ointment of a Receiver. He did not do so. 
nstead of this and without even waiting for 
the decision of a motion which had been sub- 
mitted to the court, Mr. Ward changed big 
base of operations and abandoned his suit. He 
announced, however, that he was about to 
bring a similar action in Albany County—a 
place, by the way, which had been sug- 
gested by Gould’s World. The new com- 
plaint, however, omitted all causes of 
action except that of insolvency, an easi- 
ly curabie defect, as was speedily shown, 
and one which Mr. Ward had had abundant no- 
tice would be cured, an offer to that effect hav- 
ing been made to him, publicly and personally, 
by those interested. It is alse a singular fac{ 
that the motion by the Manhattan Company 
to make him amend his complaint ineluded 
application to him to strike out the cause 
action based on the alleged insolvency of tha 
corporation, and that he, without waiting te 
learn how this would be decided, based his 
second suit solely on this cause of action. 

That Mr. Ward was acting iurriedl 
advertently in this matter is disproved by all 
the well-attested facts and circumstances of 
the case and also by his own words. At the 
outset he furnished for publication a statement 
saying he had only begun his proceedings after 
the most careful deliberation, anu his employ- 
ment of Mr. Harrison before beginning suit ta 
make a thorough investigation is testimony te 


or in- 


the same effect. But even after the first suit 


was begun—on June 13—there was an extended’ 
hearing before Mr. Ward in this City, and the 
testimony and arguments which were taken 
by stenographers are very significant in view. 
of the later developments. For the present 
purpose it is merely worth calling attention to! 
the fact that Mr. Ward was then informed! 
that there was a scheme afoot to pay 
the Manhattan’s indebtedness and ut 
the company on a solvent basis, L. 
E. D.C. Mackay, a stockholder of the 
New-York and Manhattan Companies, and 
representing holders of the Matropaliten 
Company’s bonds, corroborated the statement 
as to the proposed scheme, but said that the 
movement was one to substitute for some of 
the Manhattan Directors ‘“‘men of very hich 
position, wealth, and character, whose names 
will be at once regarded by the whole com- 
munity as a guarantee for rigid economy and 
able management and the rendering ef what- 
ever assistance the Manhattan needs,” And 
he added: ** That I state of my own personal 
knowledge.” It was four days afterward that 
the Attorney-General’s opinion came denying 
the request for a discontinuance of the suif 
against the Manhattan. The opinion was a 
very elaborate one, and would furnish indis- 

utable testimony, if any were needed, as ta 

r. Ward’s perfect understanding of the com- 
pany’s affairs and history. He was deter- 
mined, so the opinion asserted, to go on and 
wipe out the fraudulent corporation despite 
what had been — in its behalf. 

On the very day, July 8, on which Jay 
Gould was put in control of the Metropolitan 
Company, Mr. Ward obtained an order in Su- 
preme Court, Chambers, discontinuing the suit 
against the Manhattan, the complaint in which. 
had previously been amended so as to omit the 
insolvency charge. Before discontinuing the 
first suit he had commenced the second action

Lawrence’s application directed the Manhat- 
tan Company to show cause on July 13 why it 
should not be put in the hands of a Receiver. 
Judge Westbrook, as appears from his own 
memoranda on the papers in‘the case, was 
made aware at the outset of the fraudulent 
hature of the Manhattan Company’s o: iza- 
tion. To him was read, not once merely, but 
twice, the affidavit of Burton N. Harrison 
which bolstered up the first of Mr. Ward’s 
buits. In this the Judge was informed that all 
bf the Manhattan’s rights and franchises had 
me forfeited; that when it leased the 
New-York and Metropolitan Companies it 
‘was not a bona fide corporation capable of 
snteringintoany contract whatever ;” that its 
Increase of stock from $2,000,000 to $18,000,000 
was wholly illegal; that it had no road, actu- 
ally or in contemplation ; that it was insolvent, 
as appeared from President Gallaway’s letter 
‘In which the Manhattan sought immu- 
nity from taxation, &c. The Judge was 
thus made familiar, at the very begin- 
ning, with the manner in which the 
Manhattan had come into being, and also 
as to how it could be and was used as a swin- 
dle on the publie. The necessity for the sup- 
pression of such a fraudulent organization was 
Bpparent to all, excepting, perhaps, himself, 
udge Westbrook was also informed, in the 
affidavit of Mr. Ward, that a motion to strike 
eut the aay, Nema as to the insolvency of the 
Manhattan from the complaint in the Attor- 
27 decree first suit had been “heard and 
submitted” to a Supreme Court Jadge in this 
City, and that mo decision had been rendered 
On that motion. Still this did not prevent 
Judge Westbrook from proceeding on a com- 
plaint whose sole basis was that company’s in- 
solvency. 

The case came before Judge Westbrook at 
ay en on July 13, in response to the order 
to show cause why a Receiver of the Manhat- 

tan Company should not be appointed. No 
opposition was made at the time to the ap- 
Serger vee There was little doubt that, upon 
he admissions of inselvency made by the com- 
pany’s President, any court would feel com- 
pelled to make such an appointment. The 
counsel for the Manhattan Company pre- 
sented the names of four persons from 
which to select a Receiver who would be 
satisfactory to it. In other words, a corpo- 
ration asserted to be fraudulent dictates 
to the authorities to whom the latter 
should intrust its management. And the au- 
thorities—to wit, the Judge and the‘ Attorney- 
General—meekly submitted. The names pre- 
sented were ex-Judge John F. Dillon, Amos 
Lawrence Hopkins, Sidney Dillon, and Gen. 
Thomas T, Eckert. The first of these aban- 
doned his pesition on! the bench to become 
Gould’s lawyer, and his firm had appeared in 
proceedings to restrain the public authorities 
from collecting the taxes due from the elevate 
roads. He had also, shortly before, been hir 
by Cyrus W. Field, to whom he had given an 
opinion certifying to the legality of the trans- 
actions attending the birth of the Manhattan 
my pe and showing that the leases 
by the jatter were in accordance with 
law; that ‘no _ liabilit attaches to 
the stockholders of the Yranhattan Com- 
pany to make any further payment,” 
and that the whole series of transactions at- 
tending the foisting of the Manhattan on the 
community were perfectly fair and proper. 
Mr. Hopkins is a kind of clerk to Gould. Gen. 
Eckert has notoriously been Gould’s “ right- 
hand man” in all his telegraph operations, and 
Sidney Dillon has been associated with the 
railroad magnate in the elevated roads and 
Other enterprises. All four persons stood 
simply for Gould. It was just prior to this 
time that the latter and his friends had ob- 
tained control of the Metropolitan Company, 
the election having taken place less than a 
week before, and wide publicity was given to 
the fact that the ‘‘Gould crowd”’ was in the 
plevated railway management. 
It was at this time that Judge Westbrook be- 
gan to hold court outside a Court-heuse. He 

‘good-naturedly took an adjournment to New- 

York to accommodate all sides,” as Mr. Hamil- 
ton Ward putit. The adjournment was nom- 
inally for the purpose of investigating the fit- 
ness of the var ous persons suggested as Receiv- 
ers, but it was really a matter of form, for ex- 
Judge Dillon’s appointment was so weil assured 
that when the formal announcement was made 
his bond was produced already prepared. The 
order of his and Mr. Hopkins’s appointment, 
furthermore, bears the date of July 13, the day 
on which the case came before the Judge at 
Kingston. The appointment of the Receivers 
was announced at the offices of Alexander & 
Green, the counsel for the Manhattan Company, 
whither Judge Westbrook had transferred his 
court, despite the fact that there were at the 
time plenty of unoccupied rooms at the Court- 
house, as he well knew. 


A COURT IN JAY GOULD’S OFFICE. 


Judge Westbrook’s first term of court in Jay 
Gould’s office began early on Sept. 29. The 
Receivers had petitioned him—in accordance 
with a vote of the Manhattan Directors—for 
leave to issue Receivers’ certificates of indebt- 
edness. There was no lack of unoccupied 
rooms at the Court-house. It was at the close 
of the term and nearly all the courts had ad- 
jourmed. Itsuited the Judge's purpose, how- 
ever, and it certainly did the objects of the 
stock jobbing clique, for him to hold ‘the court 
where he did. ‘here is plenty of evidence to 
show that he held his court as is stated, and 
he could not get to the room without 
seeing on the door the name of Jay Gould in 
big letters. During the hearing, moreover, 
Mr. Gould himself was present for a 
while, chatting with some of his associates. 
Just before holding court there Judge West- 
brook—with that fine regard for the interests 
of his own and his wife’s relatives which has 
flistinguished him in other Receiverships—ap- 
pointed Frederick L. Westhrook, his cousin 
pnd former law partner, as Referee, ‘‘to from 
time to time examine, adjust, and pass upon 
al) the accounts, acts, and doings’’ of the Re- 
peivers. Frederick was and ts a partner of the 
Judge’s son. He was paid $1,000 for his ser- 
vices, whatever they may have been. No re- 
port was filed by him, and the accounts and 
vouchers filid show no trace of his supervision. 

At the hearing in Gould’s office a number of 
affidavits were presented, an important one 
beinz from Gould himself, and certifying to 
the “hopelessly insolvent” condition of the 
Manhattan Company. Sage and Field and 
Connor also made similar affidavits. Gould’s 
affidavit, it is perhaps worth noting, was 
handed up to the court by the same Frank R. 
Lawrence, who just about this time sent in his 
bill to the Attorney-General for services in 
these proceedings. The order granted by the 
Judge under the circumstances was well de- 
signed to forward Gould’s purposes, and did 
do so. The kind of certificates whose issue 
was provided for by the terms of the order 
was somewhat unique. In amonnt the certifi- 
cates were restricted to $1,000,000, bearing 6 
per cent, interest. They were to be a lien mere- 
ly on the Manhattan’s share of the earnings and 
none were to be issued unless all were taken 
and at par. As has been stated heretofore, 
the latter condition was certainly very curi- 
ous, since the stock of the Metropolitan Com- 
pany, with a precedence over the certificates. 
and with a supposed guarantee of 10 per cent., 
was then selling at about 86. It is needless to 
say that the certificates were not floated. But 
Gould at this time was notoriously enraged in 
*‘ bearing” Manhattan stock, and the fact that 
the Judge before whom the life or death of 
the corporation was to’be tried had not only 
held court in Gould’s office, but had also there 
granted an order satisfactory to Gould, 
gpeedily became known and produced a de- 
cided effect upon the stock market. Thus, 
on Sept. 28, the day before Westbrook’s 
little session, Manhattan sold as high as 28%, 
and was more active than it had been for over 
two months, 5,300 shares being dealt in. Then, 
as was stated in Tax Trues: “The next day 
the d were only 4,570, and the price was 
as low as , the tactics of the G d clique, 
including the affidavits before Westvrook, be- 

inni produce effective results. On the 
foth the frightened holders began to let go of 

7,130 shares selling at from 10% to 
pik. After the publication of Judge West- 
brook’s order concern: the Receiver’s cer- 
tifieates the course of market up to the 
time of closing the Manhattan’s transfer-books

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“The great bulk of these sales was made at the 
jower prices, and on the last day very few

Still; when it 
‘came to the scratch,” there was no 
trouble about adjourning the matter. 
So it was that the application was not submit- 
ted to Judge Westbrook until Sept. 14, the 
proceeding in the meantime, however, doing 
same id ” service for the Gould-Field- 

ge clique. Judge Westbrook was in no 
hurry to pass upon the matter, and the end of 
the month came without a decision being 
rendered, Then, on Sept. 30, Cyrus popped up 

ain with a supplemental —— on, in 
which he recited a breach by the Manhattan 
for 90 days of a covenant in the tripartite 
agreement between the companies. Still no 
haste was shown, and it was not until Oct. 18 
that the case was finally submitted. 

John F, Dillon, before he was made Receiver, 
wrote an “opinion to order” for Cyrus W. 
Field, showing that there was no claim arising 
out of the issue of the $13,000,000 of Manhattan 
watered stock. Subsequently; while one of the 
Receivers, he was applied to by John C. Wat- 
son, a stockholder of the Manhattan, to bring 
suit against the New-York and Metropolitan 
Companies for $18,000,000 so issued. He 
declined to do so. In _ response. how- 
ever, to Cyrus W. cs application 
for the retura of the Néw-York Company's 
road Dillon put in counter-claims for $6,500,000 
each against the New-York and Metropolitan 
Companies on account of the issue of the 
watered stock, It was evident under the cir- 
cumstances that the counter-claim was not 
a sincere one, but it served the purpose, as will 
be shown. ® 

THE JUDGE IN A HURRY. 


After the submission to Judge Westbrook of 
Field’s application, there was a necessity for 
haste. Judge Westbrook worked at his opin- 
ion until noon of Oct. 20, and the opinion was 
an exceptionally long one. Inso much of a 
hurry was he that he had not time to get it 
copied nor even have it set in type, as was at 
first erroneously reported. But he came rush- 
ing down to this City at once With the rough 
“draft manuscript, that being the only copy 
in existence at the time,” according to the 
Kingston Freeman, which was “ at some pains 
to ascertain the truth in regard to the prepara- 
tion by Judge Westbrook of bis opinion.” 
He went with his opinion to Gould’s office, 
where it was read without any previous an- 
nouncement that it was to be delivered. The 
fact leaked out, however, and a number of re- 
porters went after the opinion, which was thus 
made public. 

The opinion, like the order about the Re- 
ceiver’s certificates, suited Gould well. He and 
his clique had bought in the Manhattan stock 
which their tactics had forced out of the hands 
of frightened holders, and when the transfer 
books closed the stock jobbers held nearly all 
the shares of the company. And then they 
began other tactics. Hints were thrown out 
that the Manhattan was about to sue the New- 
York and Metropolitan companies for $6,500,- 
000 each to recover the amount of watered 
stock issued without consideratien. But as 
this was nothing new it needed some bolster- 
ing to make it effective for, the purpose of the 
clique, which was to put Manhattan, by means 
of new and more favorable leases or a con- 
solidation with the other companies, on a bet- 
ter basis than it had been, Meetings with that 
end in view had been held for several days be- 
tween the little clique which was in eontrol of 
the Board of Directors of the three companies. 
Judge Westbrook’s opinion gave them the pre- 
text’ they needed. ‘The claim for the $13,000, - 
000 had been called to Judge Westbrook’s at- 
tention before, and in August he had granted 
leave to Watson tosue for theamount. This 
suit was pending in October when he delivered 
his opinion, and it was made useful. He did 
not commit himself by passing upon its merits 
or upon the elaim invoived. Ob, no. He sim- 
ply gavea hintor insimuation, and in these 
singular terms, which are repeated because of 
their peculiar significance: 

“Tt would, perhaps, be paprepes to express an 

opinion upon the merits of this action further than 
to say that it presents reasonable grounds for judi- 
cial inquiry. As arule, stock purchased of a cor- 
poration must be paid for either in cash or Its 
equivalent, and if not so paid for the money which 
it represents can be recovered. The answer of the 
petitioning company is, of eourse, that the stock 
was paid tor by the lease which it gave. Whether, 
however, this was a bona fide exchange of a sub 
stantial thing, which the law can treat and regard 
as a pay. ent for the stock transferred, or the 
contrary, is the point which the suit pre- 
sents: Leaving out of view the very grave 
question of the power of the lessor companies to 
lease their roads, and of the lessee company to ac- 
ceptéhem—which is not considered because not 
presented or argued, but which leases, {f illegal 
women ultra vires, would leave the stock of the 
Manhattan Company entirely unpaid for—is It not 
most apparent that the innocent holders and pur 
chasers of stock of the Manhattan Company have 
grave questions to submit to the courts both as 
against the lessor companies and aleo their stock- 
holders, who placed the Manhattan stock upon the 
market to their great injury’ It is enough for 
present purposes, without passing directly upon 
the merits of the Watson suit, to say thar that 
which is unjust is unlawful, and for every uniaw- 
ful act done to another to hisinjary the law affords 
a remedy.” 

That opinion settled the matter. In it not 
only did the Judge, ‘‘ without passing directly 
on the merits’ of the $13,000,000, indulge in 
some plausible insinuations, but he went out of 
his way to add a kick by way of a suggestion, 
‘“which is not considered because not pre- 
sented or argued.”’ A natural query is, Why 
should it have been referred to if it was not 
considered, presented, or argued? The day 
after this opinion bad been delivered the new 
agreement of the Gould-Field-Sage clique 
was made, rebabilitating, as far as they 
could, the Manhattan swindle. To cut off 
opposition, it was now necessary to use haste, 
and the Judge was found, like Barkis, *‘‘ wil- 
ling.’?’ Hesenta telegraphic dispatch direct- 
ing the Receivers to turn over the roads to the 
Manhattan Company, and this, too, despite 
the fact that he had only two or three days 
before described that company as a swindle, 
His order was apparently granted at Monti- 
cello, Sullivan County, whither he was pursued. 
The Attorney-General interposed no objection, 
of course, he “submitting the matter to the 
judgment of the court.”” There was no trial 
as to the allegation in the complaint that the 
Manhattan had been insolvent for more than 
a year, there was no accounting—in short, no 
customary procedure. The Judge did go 
through the formality of a trial privately in 
the Atrorney-General’s office on Nov. 17, after 
there was nothing left to try, and a clerk was 
sent there to defend it, but this was all. It was 
a fit ending to a suit carried on as this one had 


been.

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A DEMAND FOR THHIR TRIAL OR 
IMMEDIATE RELEASE. 

LARGE AND ENTHUSIASTIO MERTINGIN' THE 
COOPER INSTITUTE—MINISTER LOWELL'S 
AOTION CENSURED—SPEEOHES BY MAYOR 
GRACE, CONGRESSMEN COX, RANDALL, 
ORTH, LORD, AND OTHERS. 

The large hall of Cooper Union was erowded 
to the doors last night by an assemblage of people 
who met to protest against the arbitrary arrest and 
imprisonment, in British jails of American 
citizens, against their detention in prison 
or suspicion merely, and without trial, under 
the Coercion laws, and to demand that 
our Government take steps toseoure their imme- 
diate trial or discharge from custody. The stage 
was crowded with people who are prominent in 
local politics and Irish national. movements, among 
them being Eugene Kelly, John B. Haskin, John 
Mullally, Arthur J. Delaney, Edward Carey, ex- 
Judge Timothy J. Campbell, ex-Aldermen Reilly and 
Kirk, Lawrence J. Kiernan, ex-Alderman Purroy, 
ex-Judge Sheridan, and Col, Thomas Dunlap. 
Mayor Grace was called on to preside, and on tak- 
ing the chair thanked the assemblage for their 
greeting. This was a meeting of no ordinary mo- 
ment, There were now lying in British jails many 
American citizens who had not been charged with 
or informed of any crime committed by them, 


This was a violation of England’s own Magna 
Charta, and was done in pursuance of a suspension 
of the habeas corpus act. The English Parlia- 
ment had a right to act in regard to its own sub- 


-jects, but an American Congress had also the 


right to say that the English Parllament had no 
right to apply that act to American citizens. The 
particular complaint now to be made was that our 
representative in England had been lukewarm in 
asserting the rights of our citizens. What was de- 
manded was that our Goverment shouldinsist on an 
immediate inquiry into the circumstances of these 
arrests, and if it be found that the persons arrest- 
ed have not been charged with or guilty of any 
offense, that ademand shall be made for their in- 
stant liberation. 

Congressman ‘‘ Sunset’? Cox was the first speaker 
introduced by Mayor Grace, Mr. Cox said it had 
been asserted that naturalization was empire, and 
so it was in fact, for it presupposed emigration 
and immigration. This was especially the land of 
the emigrant, and it was essential that our foreign- 
born citizens should be protected. This was con- 
tended for and asserted both by Marcy and Sew- 
ard, and its enforeement placed the English, 
Scotch, and Irish immigrants who become eiti- 
zens on the same footing as the native- 
born citizen in two respects. Naturalization 
implied allegiance and it also presupposed protec- 
tion inthe rights of a citizen. Inthe matter of 
our negotiations and remonstrances with the Ger- 
man Government in 1870, Bismarck was forced to 
recognize the principle that a man who is madea 
eltizen of America is always a citizen. England 
had flagrantly violated the principle which 
Germany had thus recognized and the right 
of which England had herself admitted. It 
was said that England was treating our 
citizens as if they were Irishmen’ by 
simply arresting and imprisoning them without 
charge or trial on suspicion merely. With England 
Magna Charta and habeas corpus were dead terms 
in a dead language, but, thank God, with us they 
were yet living and vital terms, and would never 
be allowed to die. Ours was a land in which 
there was liberty to write, to speak, to think, 
to believe. A land of free religion and 
free education. No landlordism, no absenteeism, 
no standing army, #'no military conscription 
was here to terrify our immigrant or our native 
aga but we welcomed them all to a land of 
iberty, of peace, and of prosperity, where all who 
will labor may enjoy the fruits of their efforts. He 
closed by asking that this meeting, in the name of 
the American people, should demand that the cer- 
tifieate of naturalization of an American citizen 
should be received asthe warrant of his citizen- 
ship all over the world, and that England shall be 
compelled either to make charges and bring to 
trial those of our citizens whom she now holds in 
prison or at once release them from confinement. 

Prof. Brophy read extracts from letters sent by 
Senator David Davis, Senator Warner Miller, Sen- 
ator FE. G. Lapham, Speaker Keifer, ex-Senators 
Conkling and Kernan.) Gen. ‘Rosecrans, Congress- 
men Scoville and Dugro, of New-York; Van 
Horne, of Missourl; Willis, of Kentucky; ex-Gov. 
Foster, ex-Gov. Tilden, and other public men, all 
of which expressed hearty sympathy with the ob- 
jects of the meeting. 

Mr. Brophy said there was no letter from Gen. 
Grant, but he was authorized to present this as 
Gen. Grant’s sentiment: “If I were President I 
would protect the rights of all Ameriean citizens 
in foreign lands, whether native or naturalized, and 
when arrested charged with violating the law of 
any land, I would certainly demand for them an 
immediate trial.” LAvpiemee some of the letters 
from these gentlemen demanded the recall of Min- 
ister Lowell and, others the abolition of the mission 
to England, both of which propositions were 
saluted with applause 

Ex-Speaker Kandall was next introduced, and 
spoke briefly. Ue said he was in favor of an ear- 
nest and emphatic demand being made for instant 
and complete protection of American citizens 
against injustice wherever they may happen to be. 
The nation that could not defend its citizens against 
oppression confessed to decrepitude and weakness, 
but the Government that had the power to doit, yet 
failed in an obligation so sacred, was reduced toa 
position that was akin to cowardice. It was 
well known that American citizens were un- 
justly held in British prisons to-day, and 
no imperative demand had been made 
their release. In all our conflicts [rish-Ameriean 
citizens had been the friends of tne United States 
from the period of the colonies to the civil war. 
Our interposition in their behalf was promnpted by 
every consideration of duty. They we e citizens 
who merited protection, and what added to their 
suffering was the fact that our Minister In England 
treated them with almost contemptuous silence and 
cold neglect. His removal was required or the Ad- 
ministration would be false to its duty to see the 
laws faithfully execnted. With the spirit and the 
courage of Marcy, of Jefferson, and of Jackson the 
Republic in all its might and majesty would be re- 
spected. A nation that called a million of men to 


arms to save itself from disruption should not now | 


be subjected to indignity and outrage. 
Congressman Godlove 8, Orth, of Indiana, fol- 
lowed Mr. Randall, and aroused the great audierce 
to an intense excitement. Mr. Orth announced his 
strong opposition to treating the question at issue 
from a party stand-point. Itshould be discussed, 
he said, from the position of the national flag— 
net under a party banner. If the elond 
that now was no bigger than 
hand should spread and grow big with black 
storms, an American flag would be wanted to 
rally aronnd. ‘The Congressman took up the Jaw 
of 1868 for the protection of American citizens 
in foreign countries, “Upon this law.”

hearers that he thought he knew President Arthur 
well enongh to assure them that he would 
do his duty in the present case without 
fear or favor. Concerning the Coercion aet, 
Mr. Orth said it placed in the hands of the Lord 
Lieutenant the power to draw a suspect line any- 
where he liked, and within that lime to Issue a war- 
rant and arrest any man he chose on suspicion. 
Evenif he suspected the man to have done some- 
thing three months before the act was passed, he 
could arrest him and eould keep him in prison 
without bail or trial until the law expired 
in September, 1882. Never in the annals 
of despotism had there been such an infamous law. 
Seven American citizens, Mr. Orth continued, had 
been arrested under the Coercion act, and six of 
them were stillin prison. The speaker was Chair- 
man of the sub-committee of the Congressional 
Committee on Yoreign Affairs whien had this 
matter in charge, and that sub-committee 
would march right Nf to the prison doors and 
demand ‘he release of American citizens. They 
were not going to run, however. They would move 
deliberately, and would take no step backward. 
Mr. Orth said he happened to be in a position to 
know that the President and Secretary of 
State had eorrespondence regarding the 
imprisonment of these Americans which, 
when it became public, would be a 
matter of national pride.

DISCUSSING PROPOSED LAWS. 


THE REGULATION OF PRIMARIES—A STRIN- 
GENT BUILDING LAW. 

ALBANY, April 3.—The two bills, presented 
by Mr. Brooks, of Richmond, and Mr. Hickman, of 
Erie, regulating and purifying primary elections 
were the special order of the House to-night. Mr. 
Hickman advocated his measure, whose chief 
point is the right granted to challenge voters at 
primary elections, to swear in such chalienged per- 
sons, and to make false swearing a perjury pun- 
ishaple as provided by law in cases of perjury. Mr. 
Brooks moved to substitute his bill for Mr. Hick- 
man’s. In effect it provides for two elections, the 
one by the primary, the other by the people, and 
both conducted by extensive machinery. This 
bill, he said, if it became a law, would make the 
people masters, whereas patronage and place now 
control nominations. It would permit the publie 
discussion in public places of the fitness of men for 
office. It would prevent false elections and ballot- 
stuffing. It was a fact, he declared, that ten in- 


stances of corruption occurred tn politics to-day to 
one in the earlier days of the Republic. Political 
bosses would be eliminated by this bill, local. 
State, und national. He called the attention of the 
anti-monopolists of the House to the declaration 
by the Utica Convention that amendments to the 
Constitution were needed to secure to the people 
the power to select proper candidates for offices. 
In 1881, he said, only 4,000 votes were recorded at 
the Democratic primaries in New-York. Mr. 
Morrison denied this with the statement that the 
County Democracy recorded 25,000 voters at its 
primaries in that year. ‘There was a public de- 
mand for some such law as is contemplated by 
From the reception it 
had metinthe House, however, he was prepared 
to meet formidable opposition to it. Both Gen. 
Sharpe and Mr. Alvord dissented from Mr. Brooks's 
opinion that there was wide-spread corruption at 
the caucuses or primaries under the existing order 
of things. Gen. Sharpe declared that he had 
never heard of any such in Ulster, which is a 
strongly Democratic county. Mr. Alvord as 
serted that the proposition contained in the 
bill was the most nonsensical thing he ever 
heard of. except so far as it applied to Riehmond 
and New-York Counties. Elections came along too 
often as it was, and they took up too much time 
and cost too much money to suit the people in 
country distriets, The two bills were ordered to 
be considered again next Monday night, together 
with a bill of Mr. Chapin’s relating to primaries in 
the city of Brooklyn. ‘This last bill has received 


|} the approval of the General Committees of both 


parties in that city. 

Mr. Van Allen introduced a bill providing for the 
construction, reguiation, survey, and an tnspection 
of buiidingsin New-York, and the better protection 
of life and property therein. It requires, among 
other things, that all occupants of buildings in 
which outside fron shutters are placed shall close 
the shutters of the rear and aside windows, 
also the window on each side of the 
front next the adjoining buildings, on each 
story, at the close of business daily. All the 
fron shutters of the other windows of the front 
above the first story ere toremain open, and be 
fitted so that they can be closed readily by firemen 
when necessary to protect the building from fire. 
No building other than a dwelling-house shall bave 
inside iron shutters to windows above the first 
Elevators hereafter constructed are to be 
of iron and situated in fire-proof  in- 
closures. The iron columns or girders in 
iron buildings are to be incased in porous terra 
cotta or Some ether non-conductor for protecting 
them from fire. One Hundred and Fortieth-street

ings are to be erected in New-York. The halls and 


| stair eases of tenement houses are to be inciosed 


with eight-inch brick walls. The aisles of churches, 
theatres, and other public buildings are to be kept 
free of camp-stools, chairs, or other obstructions, 
Certain plans for the building of theatres and other 
resorts are insisted upon. 

Mr. Sheridan has jumped from New-York to

The legislation contemplated 
by the Baker bill, they say ina recent private cir- 
cular, will “ disrupt the present satisfactory rela- 
tions existing between shippers and the railroads.” 
A fund to defray the expenses of defeating the bill 
has been created, of which Mr. Francis Kernan, Jr., 
is the Treasurer. 

The Senate went into Committee of the Whole 
and ordered a large number of local bills to a third 
reading. Mr. Boyd called up his resolution for the 
appointment of a committee of five to Investigate 
the subject of prison labor and report to the next 
Legisiature. After some discussion it was referred 
to the Judiciary Committee. Mr. Daly’s bill au- 
thorizing the Commissioners of Emigration to con- 
tract with the steam-ship companies for the pay- 
ment of head-money, not to exceed $1 per head 
and not Jess than 50 eents, was put on its third 
reading, and got 15 of the 17 votes present— 
not enough to passit. It was reconsidered, and 
will be brought up again before a full Senate. Mr.

The company set up 
the defense that the policy was void, for the rea- 
son that the insured gave untruthful answers to 
the questions “' Is the party of temperate habits?" 

To prove that the 
answers given to these questions were untrue, the 
company put in evidence to show that the 
deceased had had delirium tremens ‘before 
the time when he made applieation for in- 
surance. The court, at the tral below, 
charged the jury that the occasional use of intox!i- 
cating liquors did not make the deceased a man of 
intemperate habits, nor would an exceptional case 
of exeess create such a condition as to justify the 
applieation of this character to him; that an attack 
ef delirium tremens may sometimes follow a single 
excessive indulgence, and that if the habits of the 


assured in the usual ordinary and every-day routine 
of his life were temperate, the representations 
made were not untrue within the meaning of the 
pelicy even, although he might have had an attack 
of delirium tremens from an exceptional over-in- 
dulgence. To this charge the company took ex- 
ceptions, and it is the principal assignment of error 
in the present appeal. The view taken, however, 
by the court below is hereby sustained, and its 
judgment affirmed. Opinion by Justice Field.

Stanley, brought here on a writ of error to the Cir- 
cuit Court of the United States for the Northern Dis- 
triet of New-York. This action was brought by 
the defendant in error, a citizen of the State of 
Illinots, as Assignee of certain stockholders of the 
National Albany Exchange Bank, to recover taxes 
tothe amount of $62,000, forcibly collected from 
said stockhelders and paid into the treasury of 
the County of Albany upon assessments made 
in the years 1878 to 1878, both inclusive. 
It was maintained in behalf of the stockholders in 
the court below that the taxes in controversy were 
illegally assessed and collected, because the law of 
the State of New-York (chapter 761 of 1866) under 
which such assessment and collection were made, 
violated the restriction imposnd on such assess- 
ment and taxation by section 5,219 of the United 
States Revised Statutes, because it did not permit 
the shareholder to deduct the amount of bis debts 
from the valuation of the shares of stock owned 
by him in aseertaining the amount for which the 
shares should be taxed. It was, therefore, void so 
far as related to shares of stock in national 
banks. This view of the case was sus- 
tainea by the court below, and judgment 
was rendered in favor of the stockholders. 
This court holds that the invalidity of a part of the 
State law does not necessarily invalidate it in toto; 
that if the valid and invalid parts of a statute are 
capable of separation, only the latter are to be dis- 
regarded. In the present case the New-York State 
law of 1866, as construed by the Court of Appeals 
isin conflict upon a single point with a Federa 
statute; as far as that point is concerned it is in- 
valid, but in other respects it must be held to be 
operative. If the plaintiff in this case had asked 
to have his debts deducted from the assessed vali- 
uation of his bank shares In the computation of 
his tax, and if his request had been refused 
upon the; ground that such deduction was 
—— by the State law of 1866, then 
ie would have been entitled to relief, 
because his grievance would have been a direct re- 
sult of the invalid provisions of the State act. That, 
however, Is not the presentcase. It does not ap- 
pear from the findings that any shareholder for 


| whose relief this suit is brought, with the exception 


of C. P. Williams, ever asked to have his indebted- 
ness deducted from his assessment, or had any such 
indebtedness to be deducted. Their cases, there- 
fore, are covered not by the invalid, but by the 
valid, part of the State law. It follows from these 
considerations, first. that the Assessors had au- 
thority under the valid part of the act of the New- 
York Legislature of 18866, to assess national bank 
shares; second, that where no debts of the 
owners existed to be deducted, the assess- 
ment was valid and the tax paid under it a 
valid tax; third, that the assessing officers 
acted within their authority in such assessment, so 
long as they were not informed in some proper 
manner that the shareholder owed just debts 
which he was entitled to have deducted. If they 
then proceeded in disregard of the act of Congress 
the assessment would be erroneous, and the case 
of Williams vs. Weaver shows how the error might 
be corrected. The judgment of the eourt below is 
reversed and the cause remanded, with directions 
to enter a judgment upon the finding of facts for 
the plaintiff on the seventh count for the arnount 
of the tax paid by Williams, with interest, and on 
all the other counts for the defendants. Opinion 
by Justice Miller. 

No. 817—Charies A, Hills, Receiver, et al., appel- 
lants, vs. the National Albany Exchange Rank.—Ap- 
peal from the Circuit Court of the United States 
for the Northern District of New-York.—This case 
involves the same questions which are presented in 
the case of Supervisors vs. Stanley, above, and for 
the reasons there given the judgment in this case is 
also reversed and cause remanded.

1,156, Thomas P. Britton, Treasurer, &c., appellant, 
ve. the Evansville National Bank.—Appeal from the 
Circuit Court of the United States for the District 
of Indiana.—These are bank tax cases involving 
substantially the same questions raised in the two 
cases immediately preceding, and are de- 
cided in accordance with the principles 
above set forth. Decree affirmed. Opinion 
by Justice Miller, Justice Gray and _  Chief- 
Justice Waite dissenting. Justice Bradley 
dissents from the opinien of the court in all of the 
above bank tax cases. forthe reason that, In his 
opinion, the State law authorizing the capital stock 
of national banks to be taxed without allowing 
any deduction for the debts of the stockholders, 
where such deduction is allowed in relation to 
other moneyed capital, is void in toto so far as 
relates to national banks. To hold the law valid 
except as to those who are actually indebted, and 
who actually ciaim the benefit of the deduction 
and oneety set it up in a suit brought by the 
bank for relief, is practically to render the condi- 
tion of the act of Congress nugatory and to de- 
prive the national banks and their stockholders of 
protection. 

The Western Union Telegraph Company, plaintiff 
in error, vs. the State of Texas.—Brought here upon 
awrit of error to the Supreme Court of Texas.— 
The question presented by this case is the right of 
a State to impose a tax of 1 cent each on tele- 
graph messages sent and received at all offices 
within its limits without making any discrimination 
between telegrams sent to points in the State and 
those sent to points out of the State, and without 
excepting from the operation of the tax messages 
sent by agents of the Government on Government 
business. This court holds thata State may tax 
telegraph companies or messages sent over the wires 
of such companies at its discretion, where such mes- 
sages pass between points within the State limits, 
but that the taxation of messages which originate 
or go outside the stateisa regulation of inter- 
State eommerce, and as such is beyond the power 
of the State. The taxation of Government mes- 
sages is also unconstitutional, for the reason that 
it is taxation by the State of the means employed 
by the Government of the United States to exe- 
cute its powers. The judgment of the tourt below 
is reversed, with costs, and the cause remanded 
with instructions to reverse the judgment of the 
District Court of Travis County, and proceed there- 
after as justice may require, not inconsistent with 
the opinion of this court. Opinion by Chief-Jus- 
tice Waite. 

In the case of ex parte Mason the court granted 
permission to the petitioner’s counsel to file a peti- 
tion for writs of habeas corpus and certiorari, and 
directed that a rule be entered thereon requiring 
Clinton D, McDougal, Marshal for the Northern 
District of New-York, and John McEwen, Keeper 
of the Albany Penitentiary, to show causo, if any 
they have, on Monday, the i7th of Avril, why the 
writ should not issue as praved for. The court also 
direeted that copies of the rule and of the petition 
on which it is entered, be served on the persons 
named and the Attorney-General of the United 
States and the Judge-Advocate-General of the 
Army, at least 10 days before the return day of the 
rule. At the hearing counsel will be heard upon 
the question whether the court has jurisdiction to 
issue such a writ as is asked for.

RIGHTS OF SHAREHOLDERS. 

The Supreme Court of the United States de- 
cided two cases yesterday which are of great im- 
portance to national banks. The State courts in 
this State had held that in listing shares of na- 
tional banks for taxation the shareholders were not 
entitled to deduct debts owing by them. The na- 


tional banks in behalf of taeir shareholders there- 
upon sought to enjoin the collection of all taxes 
against shareholders, on the ground that as the 
State law was void in taxing indebted sharehold- 
ers, it was also void as to those not indebted. The 
law was one distinct law, and not susceptible of 
division into a void and a valid part. One of the 
suits was to recover the taxes whieh had been paid 
for many years back. The lower courts held that 
the law was peety void, and that no 
national bank shareholders could be taxed 
under it. The Supreme Court has reversed 
that decision. All the national banks of this 
City have suits pending against the City to enjoin 
the collection ot these taxes, which suits will nat- 
urally be affected by these decisions. Had the Su- 
preme Court affirmed the decision of the State 
court, instead of reversing it, the City of New- 
York might have been held liable for ebout $11,000,- 
000 of taxes already collected from the banks. The 
cases were argued inthe Supreme Court by Sena- 
tor Edmunds, of Vermont; the Hon. Matthew Hale, 
of preg J Gen. Wager Swayne, and Julian T. 
Davies, of this City, for the banks, and by Wheeler 
H. Peckham, of New-York, and Rufus W. Peck- 
ham, of Albany, for the State officers, Mr. W. H. 
Peckham also represented the interests of New- 
York City in the cases argued. One of the deci- 
sions rendered by the Supreme Court yesterday 
affirmed a Cirenit Court decision in Indiana, in 
which questions substantially similar to those aris- 
ing in the New-York cases were involved.

A NEW INTER-STATE COMMERCE BILL 

Wasuinerton, April 8.—Mr. Updegraff in- 
trodueed in the House to-day a bill for the appoint- 
ment of Commissioners to regulate inter-State 
commerce. it provides for the appointment by 
the President of nine Commissioners, three of 
whom shall serve for one year, three for two years, 
and three for three years; and on the ist of July 


of each succeeding year vacancies shall be filled 
by the appointment of three Commissioners. 
The board shall have especial supervision over 
that portion of the business of railroads from 
one State to another, with power to 
fix a schedule of rates with a view to allowing the 
companies to earn 6 per cent. on the cost of their 
roads and equipments. It authorizes the board to 
examine the books and accouzsts of railroads, and 
requires the roads to make sworn reports each 
year to the Commissiohers of their business, ex- 
penditures, &c.; empowers the board to determine 
and decide what shall be deemed net profit; to 
hear complaints and if allegations are sustained to 
assess upon the railroad or railroads three times 
the amount of damage shown to have been 
suffered, which assessment may be enforced in 
any District Court of the United States. The 
bill prevides that in case of complaint of violation 
of any laws of the United States the Attorney- 
General shall file information and trial by jury 
shall be had, and in case of a verdict the fine shall 
not be less than $500 nor more than $10,000. The 
bill prohibits any discrimination, rebate, or draw- 
back; authorizes the Commissioners to summon 
witnesses, call for books, papers, &c., in case of 
investigations, but requires said investigations, 
when possible, to be held where the principal office 
of the defendant company Is situated.

INDIAN FRIENDS TfHSTIFY 
THAT IT 18 GOOD. 
.THE HARE LIBEL SUIT IN ITS FIFTH WEEK-~< 
THE ‘‘SCARLET WOMAN’’ DEPOSES THA 
THE PLAINTIFF Is PURE—INTBRESTING 
TESTIMONY IN BROKEN ENGLISH. 

The fifth week of the trial of the libel suit of th, 
Rey. Samuel D. Hinman against Bishop Hare began 
yesterday in Supreme Court, Cirouit. The forencon 
was exhausted in taking testimony as to plaintiff’s 
good reputation, and in the afternoon there was 
considerable merriment over the amusing broken 
English answers of Indians questioned in relation 
to the ‘‘scarlet woman” scandal. John C. Santee, 
an editor and Postmaster of Niobrara, deposed 
that he had known Hinman for five or six years, 

never heard his reputation for chastity doubt-

poused Mr. news- 
per, but he said it was not an espousal 

& partisan sense. He considered that there was 
an cqgeniaed effort to crush plaintiff without giv- 
ing him a chance for defense. Mr. Hinman did not 
exercise any influence over him in ca’ him to 
form this opinion. The deposition of Herbert 
Westerman, County Treasurer of Niobrara, gave 
similar favorable testimony as to Mr. Hinman’s 
good reputation, and his evidence contradicting a 
former witness as to plaintiff being drunk on a cer- 
tain occasion was offered, but ruled out by the 
court. Cross-examined, deponent said that he waa 
the plaintiffs friend, but not his partisan. He 
heard rumors about Mr. Hinmar, but paid no at- 
tention to them. They were in referenca 
to improper intimacy with Indian ‘women, 
but they came from people who were not credibie. 
The community cuuacatiy did not believe them, 
and some treated the stories asa joke. Deponent 
on his redirect said that Mr, Hinman’s name wad 
never *‘a byword” nor his reputation “infamous” 
in Niobrara. He heard rumors affecting the repu- 
tation of Bishop Hare as wellas those reflect 
upon the plaintiff’s reputation. Henry E. Bonestie 
a Dakota merchant, deposed that the plaintiff's 
reputation for chastity was good at Santee. He 
h two ons question his chastity, but he 
considered them prejudiced. These two persong 
were the Rey. Mr. Riggs, and the Rey. Mr. Fowler, 
plaintiff’s successor in the mission. 

Cross-exgmined, deponent said he never talked 
to Dr. Burleigh about Mr. Hinman’s intimacy with 
sauaws, If he was allowed to swear, he would say 
“Not by a —— sight” to counsel’s inquiry. Prior 
to 1879 he never heard any rumors affecting plaimw 
tiff’s reputation for chastity. 

James Stott, a Receiver of the United States 
Land Office at Niobrara, deposed that Mr. Hinman 
was well known to the old settlers, and his reputa- 
tion was good in the community in which he 
livea. John L. Turner, a merchant, gave testi- 
mony of asimilar tenor. Cross-examined, he said 
he often heard white men speak unfavorably of 
Mr. Hinman’s reputation at the time of his investi- 
gation, in 1873, by the three Bishops. He heard 
some people say that the reports about him wera 
untrue and others that they thought they were 
true. Mrs. Ann Eliza Griffin, of Running Water, 
Dakota, also deposed as to the go repu« 
tation of plaintiff for chastity and his good 
general character. Cross-examined, deponent said 
that she was employed at nouse-work at the mis« 
sion by Mr. Hinman. She heard stories about him, 
but paid no attention to them. He always con 
ducted himself as a gentleman before her, and ha 
was called “a gentleman.” John Griffin, a farmer, 
next deposed t he knew plaintiff to be of good 
reputation. He was employed at the mission when 
his wife was there working for Mr. Hinman. Leon- 
ard, Louis, and Frank Weigand deposed as to the 
good repute of plaintiff, and similar testimony wat 
given by Mrs, Mary C. Brozier,a farmer, who wag 
at one time matron of the Government school ig 
Niobrara. She had heard plaintiff’s friends ._— 
favorably of him and his enemies talk Ill of hink 
She considered the bad stories to have been got- 
ten up by his enemies, and she thought the latter 
were less numerous than his friends.

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A MUCH MIXED LAW OASE. 
a 
4N APPELLATE COURT: SUSTAINS A VERDICT 
AGAINST THE WEIGHT OF EVIDENCE. 

It is provided by statute that an action for 
ejectment may be tried twice before a jury. ‘This 
provision was taken advantage of by the defend- 
ants in the suit of Mary Eliza Hynes. against Kate 
McDermott and others. The action is for the 
ejectment of the defendants from the premises on 
the north-east corner of -Madison-avenue and 
Twenty-seventh-street, The plaintiff claims the 
property for herself and her two sons, al- 


leging that’ she is the widow and they are the 
children ot hago R. Hynes, the former 
owner of the pert The circumstances 
of the case are petalinn a London, on the night 
of Derby Day, 1871, William R. Hynes puta ring 
upon the third finger of the left hand of the plain- 
tiff and declared, in the presence of wituesses, 
that he would hold her as his wife so long as she 
Was a true and honest woman. He repeated this 
ceremony upon a Channel steamer, and again in 
France, and he introduced the plaintiff wherever 
he took her as his wife. He was killed in London 
in 1874 by a runaway team. His sisters, the de- 
fendants A this action, procured letters of adminis- 
tration and took possession of his property. 
They denied that the plaintiff was mar- 
ried to their brother, and asserted that 
her children are illegitimate. Upon the first trial 
of the suita jury found a verdiet for the plaintiff, 
Upon appeal the General Term of the Court of 
Common Pleas held that a valid contract of mar- 
riage had been entered into between the plaintiff 
and William R. Hynes. The court carefully dis- 
cussed the circumstances under which the contract 
was entered into. The giving of a ring and the 
promise in London, it held, effected a valid mar- 
riage, not in aecordance with the British law, but 
in accordance with that of this State, for the rea- 
son that Hynes was a resident of this State 
and intended to return here. The prom- 
ise on the Channel steamer, it was held, 
would have been equally effective, because, 
there being no evidences of the nationality of that 
vessel, it was to be presumed that she was Ameri- 
can. The promise and declaration made by Hynes 
jn France, the General Term also stated, would 
have constituted a valid marriage in the ‘absence 
of evidence as tothe laws of that country. The 
Court of Appeals also affirmed the judgment be- 
low. This court held that although a marriage in 
accordance with English law had not been entered 
into in London, there was yet enough in ths cir- 
cumstances that occurred there to justify the jury 
in finding that the parties had the purpose and had 
gone through a form of marriage. In the absence 
of proof as to the law of France and as to thse na- 
tionality of the Channelsteamer, it declared there 
was enough in the evidence as to the relations of 
the parties to sustain the verdict that they became 
husband and wife in accordance with the law of 
this State. 

On the second trial, hadin June last, the jury 
also found for the plaintiff. Another appeal was 
taken to the Common Pleas, General Term, which 
body declared yesterday that if the legitimacy of 
the plaintiff’s children did not enter into the ease 
it would set aside the verdict as against the weight 
of evidence. Every presumption, however, being 
legally in favor of marriage and legitimacy, the 
court felt bound to sustain the verdict that there 
had been a marriage in France, no evidence as to 
the marriage law of that country having been 
given. The General Term held, however, that 
there had been no marriage in England, because 
the local law there controlled the plaintiff. ‘Dhis 
opinion was written by Judge Van Brunt and con- 
curred in by Judge Beach. Judge Van Hoesen 
concurred in the effect of the decision, but said he 
did so merely because the jury had the power but 
not the right, in the face of the evidence, to infer 
that a marriage took place in France, and that the 
jury acted upon what Lord Chief Baron Eyre styled 
“ presumption run mad.”

A DAY FOR THE BEARS IN WALL-8STREBT— 
DECLINE IN PRICES. 

The stock market was marked by many pe- 
éguliar features yesterday. The Vanderbilt and 
Gould pegs seemed to have been suddenly re- 
moved, and prices went down, to the great delight 
of the bears, who haa organized for systematic at- 
tacks. Lake Shore, on which recently the entire 
list has apparently hung dependent, was the-chief 
point of assault. It opened two points below Sat- 
urday’s closing quotation, and on the second sale 
dropped another two, striking 114, near which 
point it remained throughout the day’ s dealings, 
closing at the lowest point of theday. Through 
the whole list the movements were in sympathy 
with the Lake Shore record, and despite the stren- 
uous efforts of the bull pools, the bears had occa- 
sion for uninterrupted glee. Many reasons were 
urged for the strange transactions of the day; 
few of them, however, were of a satis- 
factory character. It was alleged that 
Cornelius J. Vanderbilt had been heavily long of 

the market, and enormous sales in certain stocks 
were said to have been forced upon the Street 
through his sudden death. This report was gener- 
ally ridiculed. Another story—and one far better 
based and more reasonable—was to the effect that 
Mr. William H. Vanderbilt had notified his friends 
that he must decline to touch the market or pay 
any attention whatever to it until after the funeral 
of his brother. It was reported that Mr. Vuander- 
bilt had refused to see his brokers, give them any 
points, or map out any plan of operations for this 
week's campaign. The dears gaining a knowledge 
of this condition of things, it was explained, 
sprang promptly forward from their recent crouch- 
Ing attitude and forced the big’ stampede through 
extra vigorous grewls and direful predictions. Mr. 
Gould was reported to be in ill-humor all day, and 
was accredited with strong views upon the bull 
side and the early ousting of the ‘ wreckers.”’ 
But the story was current that Gould had declined 
to provide points for immediate operations. Rus- 
sell Sage continued a rampant bull. Addison Cam- 
mack and his bear confréres were leuder than for 
weeks with their sabie prophesies.

There seems to be no doubt that the Pres- 
ident will:veto the Chinese Immigration bill, 
not on the ground of principle—for that was 
settled by the treaty of 1880—but because the 
period of suspension of immigration fixed 
by the bill transcends the ‘‘ reasonable” 
limit fixed by the treaty. While it is im- 
possible to fix the precise point at which the 
prohibitory limit becomes unreasonable, it 
may be assumed that if twenty years can be 
so described ten years may be regarded as 
coming within the ‘‘reasonable’”’ category. 
The probable effect of the veto will, there- 
fore, be an. amendment of the bill so as to 
provide for a suspension of Chinese immi- 
gration for|ten instead of twenty years. 
While the President will deserve due 
credit for his strict adhesion to the 
letter of the'treaty, even in the face of large 
majorities in both houses of Congress, it is 
nonsense to talk of grave political conse- 
quences attending the act, one way or other, 
The common sense of the country, the Pa- 
cific States not. excepted, will recognize in 
the veto:simply a.conscientious regard for a 
national compact, susceptible indeed of less 
rigid interpretation, but still presenting a 
‘very proper occasion for exhibiting a scru- 
pulous respect for'niceties of construction. 


‘Another judicial move was made yester- 
fay toward a final settlement of the vexed 
question of the taxation of the shares of na- 
tional banks in this State. Ths United 
States Supreme Court two-years ago decided 
that the State law of 1866, as interpreted by 
Ehe Court of Appeals, was in conflict with 
national legislation in so far as it per- 
‘mitted no deductions for debt from 
the assessment of bank shares. Judge 
‘Wartace, in the Albany Exchange 
Bank cases, applying what he presumed to 
be the principle of this decision, held that 
thevact of 1866 was wholly invalid, and that 
taxes assessed under it might be recovered. 
This decision was.reversed by the Supreme 
Court in a decree handed down yesterday, 
and it was held that one part of the 
State law might be declared invalid with- 
out \rendering the whole act null and 
invalidating all that had been done under its 
ganction. Unless debt deductions had been 
claimed and refused, and the taxes had been 
paid.under protest, they could not be recov- 
ered. This will effectually shut off all fur- 
ther-efforts to recover the taxes assessed on 
bank'shares in past years without deduction 
for debt, except where they were contested 
at the time. The principle, of course, 
stands that now and in future such deduc- 
‘tions must be allowed so long as ‘ other 
moneyed. capital” has the benefit of them.

A bill has been introduced in the State 
Senate providing for the abolition of the 
Bureau for the Collection of Arrears of Per- 
sonal Taxes in this City. It is accompanied 
by a memorial from the Corporation Counsel 
declaring the ability of his department to 
discharge the duties of the late ‘‘Ep” 
GaLn. It is to be regretted that Mr. 
Wuirtney should have found it necessary 
to wait for a death and a defalcation before 
asking that the bureau in question be lopped 
off. He is responsible for GaLn’s appoint- 
ment, and whatever may have’ been the 
looseness of the law governing the case, 
the Corporation Counsel could at any 
time have brought GaLn’s career to a 
close, if not by a demand for his resignation, 
at least by an investigation of his books. 
The work which the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts are now engaged in might have been 
done years ago just as easily as to- 
day, and the head of the Law De- 
partment should not be allowed to wrig- 
gle out of a personal responsibility for 
GALr’s pickings and stealings by laying the 
blame on the imperfections of thelaw. The 
character and methods of his appointee 
were as well known to him six years ago as 
they can be now. GALE was put in a place 
where he could steal with impunity because 
he was a henchman of KE.vy, and all his 
sponsors ought to bear their full share of the 
disgrace of his official record. 


We advise every member of the Assembly 
who has any doubt about the expediency of 
voting for Mr. Rooseveut’s resolution of 
inquiry into the conduct of Judge Wust- 
BROOK and ex-Attorney-General Warp in 
connection with the Manhattan litigation 
to read the summary of the case against 
them which we publish to-day. Every 
point ot this statement is matter of 
public record, and no allegation con- 
tained in it’ has been successfully 
disputed. If, in such a state of facts as we 
present, there is no presumption that Judge 
WeEsTBROOK has grossly abused the func- 
tions of the’ Supreme bench, then the stand- 
ard of judicial purity in the State of New- 
York must be held to be a very low one. If 
the facts have been distorted in presentation, 
then a great injury has been done both 
to Judge Werstsroox and ex-Attor- 
ney-General Warp, and the friends 
of either ought to welcome any chance of 
securing their public vindication. This is 
no question of vague rumor or loose infer- 
ence. The chief accusers both of the Judge 
and the Attorney-General are themselves. 
Tested by their own acts and utterances— 
both palpablyginconsistent with each other— 
they have betrayed the trust reposed in them, 
and unless their friends are willing that such 
an imputation should be allowed to stick, 
they will vote for Mr. Roosmvex.r’s resolu- 
tion. 


A resolute effort was made in the House 
yesterday to get a day fixed for the consid- 
eration of the bill authorizing the national 
banks, under certain conditions, to renew 
their charters. Though the motion failed 
to receive the vote required to suspend the 
rules, it received a very respectable vote, 
sufficient to show that if the bill could 
be reached it would probably pass. 
A brief but animated debate was 
had on the motion. Mr. HARDENBERGH, 
Democrat, of New-Jersey, warmly sup- 
ported it. He declared that the Democratic 
Party committed a great blunder in refusing 
to consent even to name a day when s0 im- 
portant a measure could be considered. The 
vote to suspend the rules was 122 and the 
negative vote was 78. <A change of a dozen 
votes or an addition of 84 absentees to 
the affirmative vote would have secured 
the adoption of the bill. Of the votes to 
suspend the rules, 102 were cast by Re- 
publicans and 20 by Democrats. The 
latter were as follows: Messrs. Bracu, 
Buiss, Fiower, Harpy, Hewitt, and 
Horcurss, of New-York; Caapman, Cov- 
tneton, and Taxusort, Maryland; Con- 
VERSE and Greppzs, Ohio; Cox and Vanon, 
North Carolina; Mors, Massachusetts; 
Pueups, Connecticut; Murcnurr, Pennsyl- 
vania; Exuis, Louisiana; Saetiy, Ala- 
bama; SrrEr, Georgia, and HARDENBERGH, 
New-Jersey. Of the negative votes, all were 
cast either by Democrats, by Greenbackers, 
or by men elected by a coalition of Repub- 
licans and Greenbackers. 

The avowed motive of those who opposed 
the motion was unqualified hostility to the 
national bank system. No suggestion was 
made as to any other system to replace that 
of the national banks, except by Mr. BLanp, 
the distinguished financier who has given his 
name to the silver bill, probably the most 
stupendous piece of financial stupidity ever 
sanctioned by a presumably sane body of 
legislators. Mr. Buanp has a substitute for 
the national bank currency. We need 
hardly say it is silver. He would withdraw 
bank-notes until silver is on ‘‘a parity’’ with 
gold, by which we presume he means until 
Silver is exchangeable at some ratio which 
he does not declare, and which perhaps 
he has not determined, for gold in the 
markets of Europe. Mr. Buanp does not 
know much, but he may be sup- 
posed to know that silver already 
is exchangeable for gold in all ordi- 
nary operations, in our own land, at the 
ratio (nearly) of 16to1. Exactly how the 
withdrawal of bank-notes in the United 
States is going to influence the relative 
values of gold and silver abroad Mr. Buanp 
does not, so far as the press reports show, 
condescend to explain. He probably im- 
agines that when we have less bank- 
notes the demand for silver to re- 
place. them will advance the value 
of that much-abused metal, but the arrival 
of that result would depend upon many con- 
tingencies over which Congress has no con- 
trol. In any case, the adoption of such an 
idiotic policy by the United States under 
any possible combination of parties is, hap- 
pily, so remote that Mr. BLAND’s distinction 
as the sole author of asubstitute for bank- 
notes is more apparent than real. 

The opposition to. the renewal of -ba 


charters by those who voted against Mr. 
Orapo’s motion yesterday was, as we have 
said, unqualified; it was also wholly un- 
reasonable, The bill which the Committee 
on Banking and Currency has prepared is 
very carefully drawn and conservative, It 
has the approval of the Secretary of 
the Treasury and the Controller of 
the Currency. It requires that any 
bank proposing to extend its term 
of corporate existence shall do so subject to 
the approval of the Controller, who, at his 
discretion, may order a special examination 
into its condition. When the charter has 
been renewed the bank remains under the 
same liabilities and restrictions as now. 
To refuse authority to renew is there- 
fore equivalent to the abolition of 
the national system, with all its safe- 
guards, its advantages of acquired ex- 
perience, and the familiarity and confidence 
of the public which have been built up 
slowly and solidly within the last score of 
years, Surely the people of the United 
States are not prepared for any such measure, 
They do not desire it. They have never 
indicated, directly or indirectly, any 
such purpose. The half-cunning, half- 
crazy politicians who assume to speak 
for the people in support of such 
a sweeping change have not a shacow 
of authority for doing so. If by any possi- 
bility they could carry out their wild design 
they would find that they had aroused a de- 
gree of indignation and contempt for which 
they would be very ill-prepared. It is not 
conceivable: that they will be permitted to 
work the irreparable mischief which 
they have in mind. In some way, 
before the close of the _ session, 
the House must reach the bill for the re- 
newal of bank charters. Lither it will be 
got at on the House calendar or it will come 
down from the Senate. Before, at the 
next session of Congress, a similar bill could 
be passed, some 400 banks, as announced 
yesterday, would be forced into liquidation, 
and some $70,000,000 of the currency would 
be exposed to withdrawal. We do not im- 
agine that even the imperturbable fanaticism 
of the politicians of the Bland school would 
like to face the consequences of the situa- 
tion which this would bring about. Much 
of the bitterness with which a few years 
since the national banks were denounced 
has passed away. A great part of it was at 
best simulated—cheap passion got up to order 
by unprincipled demagogues to meet a sup- 
posed demand on the part of a faction 
believed to hold the balance of power in 
doubtful districts. So much of it as was 
sincere has largely disappeared before the 
evidence that the banks are safe, useful, 
and essentially popular. There is not much 
reason to fear that the opponents of the 
banks, a@ minority of each house, will be 
allowed to defeat a measure so just, wise, 
and necessary as the renewal of the charters. 


THE COOPER UNION MEETING. 

Of course, the Cooper Union meeting last 
night was large, and, of course, it was en- 
thusiastic. The ‘‘ largest Irish city on the 
globe’’ would make a poor showing in the 
eyes of the old country if it did not respond 
to a call for a ‘‘demonstration’’ in behalf 
of the ‘‘ suspects’’ with a hall full of highly 
emotional patriots—in the Irish sense— 
ready to raise the roof with their applause 
at every telling ‘‘ point.”” But with an un- 
biased and more critical audience before 
them the orators of the evening would have 
found it far less easy to evoke expressions 
of approval for their decidedly lame at- 
tempts to justify the demand for a “ vigor- 
ous foreign policy’? in support of our na- 
tional dignity rucely assailed by British 
arrogance. There is neither sense nor 
argument in all this rabid talk 
about the ‘‘sycophancy’’ of Minister 
Lows.t, and in their citation of parallel 
cases from history the orators were pecu- 
liarly unfortunate, since the parallelism al- 
leged does not exist. In the case of Koszra 
and others of similar character there was 
some reason for firm action, but the princi- 
ples involved find no application to the pres- 
ent case. The gentlemen who are so much 
disgusted by Mr. Lowe1u’s “‘sycophancy” 
are desirous that the hands of the 
English Government should be _ tied 
as against Irish-Americans breaking 
the law. Would they not exhaust the vocab- 
ulary of vituperation if that Government 
should deny its protection if these agitators 
should charce to become the victims of law- 
less attacks? Yet one of these positions im- 
plies the other. McSweeney inciting to 
murder may cry ‘‘ hands off’’ to the con- 
stables. Shall those who may want to mur- 
der him, then, rot in a dungeon ? 

So far as this Government is concerned, 
the cases of McSwremney, Wausx, Hart, 
McEnery, O’Connor, and the other sus- 
pects who claim American citizenship stand 
upon a par with those of NaGur, War- 
REN, and their companions in Fenian- 
ism who were arrested and impris- 
oned while the act of 1866 suspend- 
ing the habeas corpus in Ireland 
was in force, Mr. Apams was then our 
Minister at London. He instructed Mr. 
West, our Consul at Dublin, ‘‘to secure a 
proper share of protection for innocent per- 
sons, who were citizens of the United States, 
without attempting to interfere on be- 
half of those who had justly . sub- 
jected themselves to suspicion of com- 
plicity with treasonable practices.’? The 
tone of these instructions is reflected in 
Secretary SzwaRp’s dispatch of March 10, 
1866, to Mr. ApaAms, in which he says: 
‘¢ Americans, whether native born or natur- 
alized, owe submission to the same laws in 
Great Britain as British subjects while re- 
siding there and enjoying the protection of 
that Government. We applied the converse 
of this principle to British subjects who 
were sojourning or traveling in the United 
States during the late rebellion.’’ The allusion 
in the closing sentence we have quoted is to 
the arrest of British subjects in this country 
after the suspension of the habeas corpus 
act in 1862. On receiving Lord Lyons’ re- 
monstranee against these arbitrary arrests, 
Mr. Sewarp denied that England had any 
right to protest, as the subjects of the Queen 
residing in this country would be treated 
with no greater and no less rigor than Amer- 
ican citizens. 

In an interview with Lord CLARENDON on 
March 15, 1866, Mr. ApAms admitted that 
proofs of complicity in treasonable designs 
would be a bar to any interference from his 
Government, and that his appeals would be 
confined ,*! to those, cases.ia which there was 


mere suspicion, or at most feeble evidence, 
of actual evil and intent.” Holding these 
just and sensible views, our Government re- 
frained from imperative demands for the 
release of American native or naturalized 
Fenian prisoners, and contented itself with 
suggesting to Lord CLARENDON, through Mr. 
Apams, ‘the expediency of the extension of 
clemency to the extent, at least, of releasing 
all the American citizens, native or natural- 
ized, now in confinement, upon the condition 
of their returning to the United States.’’ This 
was in June. Releases were readily and 
rapidly granted, and by the end of Septem- 
ber there were no cases before the legation 
of appeals from proved American citizens 
in Irish prisons. This did not prevent 
Mr. Witiram FE. Rosrnson, then, as 
now, a member of Congress from 
New-York, from introducing resolutions 
demanding the recall of Mr. Apams and Mr. 
West. It was the same watchful champion 
of the rights of Americans in foreign coun- 
tries who attempted to arouse the American 
Nation ‘‘from the lethargy in which it ap- 
pears to slumber while our citizens are rot- 
ting in British dungeons”’ by offering a reso- 
lution instructing the President to demand 
the release of Naaum, and if the demand 
were not immediately complied with to 
‘‘arrest and detain in custody any subjects 
or citizens of Great Britain who may be found 
within the jurisdiction of the United States.”’ 
It should be stated that the principle of in- 
dissoluble allegiance to the Crown—a doc- 
trine which Great Britain abandoned in her 
treaty of 1870 with us—did not enter into 
this controversy, as native and naturalized 
American citizens were treated alike. Chief- 
Justice CocKBURN, who was an opponent of 
the theory of perpetual allegiance, has stated 
the law governing these arrests with candor 
and clearness: 

‘*Had the parties arrested been natural born 
Americans instead of Americanized Irishmen, (if 
this expression may be permitted,) they would, if 
falling under areazonable suspicion of complieity 
in a traitorous conspiracy, have been liable to be 
arrested, and the Government, in the discharge 
of its duty as a guardian of the pub- 
lio safety, would have been bound to 
cause them to be apprehended. No proposition of 
international law can be more firmly settled—and 
in this American jurists and statesmen fully con- 
cur—than that the subjects of one country, when 
within the territories of another, owe obedience to 
the law of the latter, and are as amenable to its dis- 
positions as the subjects of the State themselves.” 

The ruie of law here laid down is endur- 
ing and of universal application, with the 
exception of those barbarous, or semi- 
barbarous, countries in the East, where 
consular jurisdiction has been set up, civil- 
ized countries refusing to intrust the lives 
and liberties of their subjects or citizens to 
the native courts. There can be no 
doubt of its application to those districts 
of Ireland where the Coercion act is in 
force. The claims set up at the Cooper 
Union meeting last night on behalf of the 
Irish-American suspects are incompatible 
with this or any other sound interpretation 
of municipal and international law. We 
have set forth in previous articles upon this 
subject our grounds for believing the arrest 
and detention of these persons to be unques- 
tionably legal, and that they are not “‘unjustly 
deprived of their liberty’’ within the mean- 
ing of the act of 1868 authorizing the Presi- 
dent to demand the release of citizens thus 
wrongfully confined. We have shown, also, 
that the Government cannot give them their 
freedom ora jury trial in the present state 
of public feeling in Ireland without endan- 
gering the public peace. In view of all the 
circumstances, the wild talk at the 
Cooper Union meeting amounts to a 
demand that Americans sojourning 
in Ireland, no matter what their 
character or misdeeds, shall enjoy an im- 
munity from legal restraint such as no civil- 
ized country ever yet granted to aliens 
within its borders. We know of no reason 
why the Government of the United States 
should ask this extraordinary privilege for 
our fellow-citizens, whether of native or 
foreign birth, who may be at present de- 
tained in Irish jails. 


THE SOUTH CAROLINA FRAUDS. 

The object of the proceedings begun in 
South Carolina, under the direction of At- 
torney-General Brewster, is to bring to 
justice the men who willfully and notori- 
ously defrauded the people of that State of 
their rights at the polls. In this case, it is 
not necessary to urge intimidation and vio- 
lence to prove the downright iniquity of the 
election returns. There has never been 
in the history of the country, since the 
election frauds in Kansas, during border 
ruffian rule, any invasion of the 
right of suffrage so open as this. The 
success of the Democrats, during the last 
Gubernatorial election just previous to that 
of 1880, so emboldened them that they re- 
solved to cheat the voters of the State with- 
out compunction or attempt at conceal- 
ment. A well-organized system of ballot- 
box stuffing was contrived and put 
into operation. Tissue paper ballots were 
printed and slipped into the boxes in vast 
numbers. To. such an extent was this 
carried that it was found necessary to 
undo the business that had been overdone. 
In other words, in their eagerness to stuff 
the boxes, the Democrats put in more tissue 
paper ballots than could have been voted 
honestly, provided every legal voter in the 
precinct had deposited one ballot. Then 
began the process of drawing out the super- 
fluous ballots, in order that the poll-list 
should tally with the number of votes re- 
turned. That this extraordinary proceeding 
was common, and was conducted exclusively 
by Democrats, no man can deny. 

If anything could vitiate a poll, it would 
be an outrage of this sort. To open the 
boxes and take out the ballots of voters, no 
matter what might be the character of the 
ballots withdrawn and destroyed, is suffi- 
cient to make void the election so far as that 
poll is concerned. And to show that this 
tampering with ‘ the ballot-boxes was 
deliberate, it is only needful to re- 
fer to the action of the State 
Democratic Executive Committee in the 
premises. That body, being informed that 
the United States Supervisor had instructed 
his subordinates to report if any ballots had 
been withdrawn, and if any, how many, 
issued a peremptory order directing the 
County Committee men ‘‘not to allow the 
Supervisors to see or inspect any ballots 
drawn from the box in excess of the poll- 
list.’’ And, as ifto fasten upon themselves 
conclusive proof of their guilty participa- 
tion in this frand, the committee instructed 
the County Committee men further that ‘‘ the 


ballots must be withdrawn without being 
seen.”” In accordance with these orders, 
enough ballots were withdrawn to make 
the showing appear fair and to give 
large majorities to the Democratic can- 
didates. In the Charleston district, where 
the most glaring frauds were committed, 
even these efforts were not successful, and 
the returns showed Republican majorities. 
In all such cases the figures were deliberate- 
ly falsified, and the County Canvassers swore 
to what they knew were false returns, 
That this was the practice, both as 
to the stuffing of the boxes and 
the falsification of the returns, in 
all districts where Democratic ascendency 
was in doubt, is true beyond dispute or 
cavil. A blind man could withdraw the 
ballots of the Republicans and leave the 
thin bits of tissue paper contrived by the 
Democrats for their own uses. And any 
desperate men, bent on defeating the will of 
the people, and intrusted with the exclusive 
control of the returns, as the Democrats 
were, could forge figures to order. 

It is the fact that evidence of the most ir- 
refragable sort has been accumulated against 
these men that has thrown the Democracy 
into a panic. The local Democratic news- 
papers attempt no defense of the criminals 
who have thus shamefully violated the high- 
est rightssof American freemen. They as- 
sert that the Democrats of South Carolina 
and the State authorities must stand by the 
accused, ‘‘no matter whether they are 
guilty or not.” Democratic supremacy, ac- 
cording to these exponents of political 
morality, is of so much greater moment 
than any mere purity of the ballot, or right 
of suffrage, that the men who have stuffed 
the bullot-boxes and perjured themselves in 
the manufacture of returns are to be pro- 
tected at all hazards. The interposition of 
the State Attorney-General, at the order of 
the Governor, in behalf of the accused election 
officersis something unexampled in the his- 
tory of this country. The crimeof which 
these men are accused is not one against any 
officer of the United States, as in the case of 
men who have been arrested before now for 
firing at United States revenue officers. It 
ig a crime against the citizens of the State of 
South Carolina voting under the laws of the 
United States for Representatives in Congress, 


Yet the Governor directs that the prison- 
ers shall be defended at the expense of the 
State. So might the Governor of Tennes- 
see, had he been so minded, have ordered 
that the ‘‘ moonshiners’”’ of East Tennessee 
be defended by the State when brought 
to trial in the United States District 
Court. The action of the Governor is 
a virtual recognition of the fact 
that the tissue paper ballot and the 
falsification of election returns are 
peculiar institutions of the State, and must 
be defended by the sworn law officers of the 
sovereign State of South Carolina. Whether 
the Governor will invoke the Militia to pre- 
vent the punishment of the offenders, if they 
are proved to be guilty, is another question. 
To be consistent, Gov. Hacoopshould persist, 
even to this extremity, in his attempt to nul- 
lify the laws of the United States. 


MORE FIENDISHNESS. 


The monument erected to commemorate 
the fact that Dean Sranizey once dined 
with Mr. Cyrus W. Fiexip has been again 
attacked and defaced by presumably wicked 
fiends, who pretended to think that it was 
erected in honor of Major ANDRE. This 
time the fiends made use of nitro-glycerine, 
and had they known precisely how to use 
that explosive to the best effect the monu- 
ment would have been totally destroyed. 
Fortunately, their knowledge was not equal 
to their malice, and they placed their nitro- 
glycerine in such a position ‘that while 
its explosion seriously injured the shaft of 
the monument, its chief force was expended 
upon the pedestal. The ignorance of the en- 
tire class of probable fiends who are engaged 
intrying to destroy the Field monument real- 
ly seems providential. Some timesince Tum 
Tres made an earnest effort to conceal 
from them the knowledge of the fact that 
the surest way to destroy the monument 
would be to cover it half an inch thick with 
tar and then to set fire to the tar. This 
effort was, however, clearly unnecessary, 
and all admirers of the great and good 
Frecp can congratulate themselves that the 
destroying fiends will probably never learn 
the virtues of tar. Théy will continue to 
carry out their brutal and barbarous pur- 
pose with nitro-glycerine, hammers, and 
crowbars, and we shall at least have the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that the complete de- 
struction of the monument which now seems 
inevitable will cost the destroyers both time 
and money. 

What is even more exasperating to the in- 
telligent citizen than the destruction of the 
Field monument is the delusion that because 
ANDRE’S name happens to occur in the in- 
scription placed upon it the monument was 
erected in honor of that unfortunate officer. 
Mr, Frmxp, in the course of an interview 
held with a Tridunitish person on Saturday 
last, remarked: ‘‘I didn’t put up that monu- 
ment to honor ANDRE any more than I did to 
honor you,’”’ and then went on to explain 
how Dean Sranuey once dined with him, 
and how, after dinner, he said to the Dean: 
«Tf you’ll write an inscription I'll put up a 
stone.’’ It seems almost a criminal waste of 
time for the press to deign to demonstrate 
anything so self-evident as the true object of 
the Field monument, but when Mr. Fre.p 
himself takes the trouble to explain that it 
was not erected to honor ANDRE, but that it 
owes its origin to the momentous fact that 
Dean STANLEY once dined at Mr. Freup’s 
table, it is perhaps a duty to give as wide 
a circulation as possible to so modest and 
truthful an explanation. 


It has become evident to Mr. Fizup him- 
self that his monument is doomed. Itstands 
in a position where it can be easily attacked 
unless it is guarded day and night by an 
armed force, and as Mr. Frexip does not 
seem willing to pay the cost of such a force 
there is no doubt that the monument will 
soon be utterly destroyed. Mr. Fre.p had 
such bad success in attempting to punish 
the alleged fiend whom he charged with 
having made the first attack upon the 
monument that he is apparently convinced 
that if he wishes to punish any other and 
further fiends he must make use of the slow 
methods of the law, which are peculiarly dis- 
tasteful to him. Hence, we may expect that 
the Field monument will be practically aban- 


daned bx him to ita destroyers, and that he 


will make no effort to discover and punish 
them. 

It is intolerable that an eminent citizen, 
@ man who knows half a dozen English 
lords and who is closely associated in busi- 
ness with Mr. Jay Gounp, cannot erect a 
neat and inexpensive monument to himself 
without seeing it soon after destroyed by 
fiends of—to say the least—suspicious char- 
acter, The public will be unwilling to be- 
lieve that a man who has displayed the en- 
ergy which Mr. Freup hasdisplayed in mak- 
ing the Atlantic Ocean and in managing 
the stock of the elevated railroad will 
acknowledge himself beaten by a par- 
cel of obscure and contemptible fiends. 
What if the Field monument is destroyed ! 
Let him erect another in a safer locality. 
The line of the elevated railroad affords 
places without number where Field monu- 
ments might be erected and where they would 
be safe from attack. Mr. Freup should erect 
on some conspicuous spot—say above the 
highest column of the elevated railroad—a 
fac simile of the recently destroyed monu- 
ment, with a new inscription containing the 
menu of the dinner at which Dean STANLEY 
was present, and omitting all reference 
to Major Anpre. A sense of the 
fitness of things would also dic- 
tate the erection of another elevated 
railroad monument to commemorate the for- 
mation of that close and improving friend- 
ship with Mr. Jay Goutp which is the 
crowning honor of Mr. Freup’s life. An 
inscription, written by Judge WESTBROOK, 
who alone is capable of doing justice to so 
grand a subject, and who would doubtless 
be allowed for the purpose the use of either 
Mr. Govutp’s or Mr. Fie.n’s private office, 
should be cut on each of the four sides of 
the monument, and there is no danger that 
the public would ever mistake the motive 
and meaning of such an inscription as the 
Judge, when employed by Messrs. Freup 
and GOULD, would certainly write. 


Mr. Samus. J. TILDEN has written a let- 
ter to the Jeffersonian Club, of New-Haven, 
as his contribution to the celebration by that 
organization of the birthday of Tomas 
JEFFERSON. The letteris already familiar 
to students of political literature. It is the 
well-known letter in which Mr. TiLpEn be- 
wails the tendency toward centralization 
which characterizes the present age. It is 
possible that Mr. TrnpEN has another idea 
than this; indeed, to do him justice, 
it should be conceded that he has 
several other ideas, but he studiously 
represses all others for the constant develop- 
ment of thisone. If Mr. TrupmEN were a 
vocalist it would be customary to put in the 
programme, ‘‘Centralization; by the cele- 
brated singer of that song,’’ and everybody 
would know what was coming. Of late, 
Mr. TrLpeEn has politely handed out his let- 
ter on centralization whenever he has been 
invited to any festive political gathering. 
The avidity with which Mr. Tinpen re- 
sponds to invitations of this character would 
seem to indicate his unwilliagness to be for- 
gotten. The unvarying monotony of his 
replies indicates that he has become the 
katydid of politics, continually saying “an 
undisputed thing in such a solemn way.” 


The sanguine people who for a fortnight past 
have been buying stocks in reliance upon the 
““peg”’ orders which were ascribed to Messrs. 
Govutp and VANDERBILT had the ill-luck yesterday 
to see the “pegs” suddenly lowered. On Saturday 
Lake Shore closed at 11814, ex dividend, Western 
Union Telegraph at 9034, and Missour! Pacific 
at 9814. Yesterday the market opened with Lake 
Shore at 114, and an unpleasant day followed. At 
the close Lake Shore was 114, Western Union Tele- 
graph 87%, and Missouri Pacific 95. By this light our 
local speculators may read the following Parisian 
opinion, published in the Bourse of Mareh 15: 
“When we read the reports of the meeting of 
the New-York Stock Exchange on the 28th ult., we 
are bound to confess that it is as difficult to judge 
that market at a distanee as to decipher hieroglyphs. 
The railway stocks are in the hands of men in re- 
gard to whom the market is utterly powerless. Ia 

urope the leading financial notabilities look after 
their markets in the same manner asa mother at- 
tends to the whims and fancies of a spoiled child. 
But the case is altogether different with the New- 
York financial magnates. Messrs. Gouup and Van- 
DERBILT make use of every possible and imaginable 
piece of cunning to make victims; indeed, they dis- 

lay an ability which would hardly be tolerated in 

urope. These mancouvres, far from being con- 
demned by the press, are exalted as flashes of 
genius. On the whole, we are of opinion that it is 
preferable to leave the American market to the 
natives, for to transact business in a regular man- 
ner on the New-York market from here must ne- 
cessarily lead to losses.”

tution, and Fund Day be made one of the verma- 
nent features of future theatrical seasons.

The death of the Earl of Witton has re- 
moved one of England’s representative noblemen 
and one of the most celebrated of her veteran 
sportsmen. He is quoted as having said afew 
years ago toa friend: ‘At least, if Lean no longer 
ride to hounds as in the days gone by, I can die at 
the place which I love best,on earth.” Lord Wu- 
ton had reached the advanced age of 83. His title 
to the honor of being the father of the Jockey Club 
is disputed by one venerable peer, five years his 
senior, but he was.one of the oldest and most dis- 
tinguished members of the Jockey Club and a e¢on- 
spicuous ornament of the sporting world. He was 
held in high esteem as the Commodore of the 
Royal Yacht Squadron, and for more than halfa 
century his colors have been popular among the 
lovers of horse-racing. These colors for the last 
twenty-five years have been the “‘mazarin blue and 
black cap.” He has been associated with other 
colors, but his chief successes on the turf are re- 
membered with the “mazarin blue.” Lord Wm- 
ton had a residence at Melton Mowbray, and was 
connected with the houses of Grosvenor and Stan- 
ley. He was the second Earl, and succeeded his 
maternal grandfather in 1814. In 1821 he was mar- 
ried to Lady Mary Marearst StTanuer, daughter 
of the twelfth Earl of Denny—a nobleman who was 
one of the most renowned among the fathers of 
theturf. His seeond wife, whom he married in 1863, 
was the only child of Major Exton Smiru. It is 
hardly exaggeration to say that Lord WILTON was 
a striking figure in English society for more than 
sixty years—from the time when he succeeded to 
the Earldom of Wilton and to the fine property of 
Heaton Park, near Manchester. While it is true 
that no kind of sport appeared to come amiss to 
him, he was not entirely given over to sport. He 
was passionately devoted to instrumental music—a 
taste which was imparted to his second son, Mr. 
Szymour Eoertox—and he had a fanoy for master- 
ing. the details of the surgeon’s art. He could turn 

bis-hend readiix.aa experience hasshown. to the 
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deft use of the tourniquet and to the tying of ar- 
terles. In the “Chaunt of Achilles,” written by 
Mr. Sunrzes in 1838, Lord Wrron was deseribed 
as “a compound of psaim-taner and tally-ho.” 
This allusion is understood by those who have not 
forgotten that the dead Earl had published a hymn- 
book, with tunes adapted to psalm musia, He had 
also become known as an organist, and he mingled 
somewhat in politics as a stanch Conservative, thus 
deviating from the Liberal traditions of his family. 
Lord Wirow was, it will be seen, a singularly ver 
satile and representative man, though his celebrity 
was that of a sportsman.

The branch of the Heredity Society in New:

stead of being influenced by impulses of the heart 
in entering into life partnerships, are to sit for im- 
pressions from the spirit world and act according: 
ly. Thereisno need to state the popular opinion 
of such rubbish, but no right-minded person can 
give the subject a moment’s consideration without 
being disagreeably impressed with the fact that 
nearly allthe efforts made for the improvement 
of the race on this continent are confined to a clasg 
who are not healthy either in mind or body.

“TL TROVATORE” AT THE ACADEMY, 

The performance of “Il Trovatore” given 
at the Academy of Music last evening by Mn 
Mapleson’s forces was attractive from a didacti4 
rather than from an artistic stand-point. As com 
veying te a miscellaneous audience a pretty cleat 
idea of the tunefulness, vivid coloring, and strong 
dramatic situations of Verdi's opera, it was quite 
satisfactory; as an endeavor to interpret the work 
in a manner likely to rival any one of a dozen 
attempts in the same direction, it was but fairly 
successful. Mr. Mapleson is certainly entitled ta 
the gratitude of the public for the even and re 
spectable performances he hardly ever fails to sup 
ply, and yesterday’s representation of “Il Trova 
tore,” coming under this head, adds to the debt of 
obligation. Viewed with a critical eye, it could 
not be classed with the memorable sehievements 
of the season, The laurels of the battle were borne 
off mainly by Mme. Lablache and Signor Del Puente, 
The first named artist’s portrayal of Azucena was, 
by all odds, the most impressive and finished wit 
nessed in many a month; as a dramatic effort, 
merely, it would have exacted and held attention, 
and when it is recalled that Mme. Lablache’s 
mastery of recitative and the art of song is so com 
plete as to make one quite forget that fresher 
voices have been heard in the same part, some cons 
ception of the beauty and power of her delineation 
will be arrived at. In the highly pictorial meas} 
ures of “Stride la vampa,” and in the lovely 
“Si, la stanchezza,” Mme. Lablache was, o 
course, at her best, but it is simple 
justice to say that her whole performanea 
was a remarkadle one in point of feeling, breadth; 
vigor, and good taste. Signor Del Puente’s Di 
Luna was on a plane with the Azucena. Mr. Maple 
son will find it most difficult to replace this singer 
should his loss become imminent; with one excep 
tion none of his male artists is equally at homd 
in recitative and cantabile, or as skilled ag 
actor. His DiLuna, last evening, was, as hereto# 
fore, characterized by great picturesque dignity, 
and the réle was moreover given a distinct draé 
matic accent whiph, however, never interfere: 
with the constant tunefulness of its measures, 
Needless to observe, with these facts i 
mind, that ‘“‘Il baien” was delightfully —_ 
dered, its rather hybrid form as a_ half 
romanza, haif-dramatic scena being very cleverly 
preserved. Signor Ravelli’s Manrico and Signord 
Rossini’s Leonora were creditable—possibly, in thd 
case of the tenor, more than creditable—efforts; 
Signor Ravelli, whom nature has piterceiser 
with an admirable voice, shows improveé 
ment as a singer and progress as a comedian, 
but both the improvement and the progress ard 
not as rapid as his friends could wish. His imma* 
tureness is often disagreeably apparent, and id 
especially prominent through a lack of certaintyj 
Thus, last night, he sang ‘“‘Ah si, ben mio’ 
with rare beauty of tone and elegancd 
of phrasing, and then repeated it, with 
far less good fortune, while his second perform 
ance of ** Di quella pira” was infinitely better than 
his first. ‘“‘Di quella pira,” however, to be thor 
oughly effective, demands;that not only the high 
note at its close shall be struck, but that the timbrd 
of the singer’s tones shall be of a charactet 
increasing seemingly its altitude. Hence it wad 
not quite as telling yesterday as was anticipated, 
although the audience applauded it most enthusi« 
astically. In the “* Miserere” scene, and in the final 
duet with Azucena—although at this stage of 
events the tenor all but disconcerted the com 
tralto by a blunder of time and tune—Signot 
Ravelli’s firm and powerful voice came forth with 
force and richness.

“ THE WHITE SLAVE.” 

It is sometimes a slightly heroic duty to em 
courage the American dramatist who, one is com 
stantly led to suppose, stands in more need of en- 
couragement than of ability. It isalwaysa pleasurd 
to record his successes; but his absurdities ara 
certainly not inspirations for apzan. Art in thes¢ 
days is cosmopolitan, and so, we trust, is right crit 
cism; the preparatory or fostering process holds na 
special place in either of them; a work is good of 
bad, and that is the sum of it. American play‘ 
wrights have too long played upon their weak! 
ness. They ought to come of ageorto acknowledgd 
their sins. Mr. Bartley Campbell is oneof our play: 
wrights. He has written a single play with strength 
and promise in it, and a half-score of otherd 
which are simply dilutions of theatrical com: 
monplace. He has the particularly brilliant talent 
which is shared by many of our shining compa 
triots—which consists in suggesting what is nevel 
really aecomplished. Mr. Campbell’s latest ef: 
fort was conferred upon this community las# 
night. It had probably been prepared for in‘ 
tensely rural inhabitants, who accept an 
exorbitant amount of trash yearly, and 
digest it; or perhaps for one of our remarkable 
theatres in which ridiculously weak plays are pre’ 
sented with convincing scenic advantages. It wad 
certainly not meant to impose upon that unfortu 
nate person who is called the ‘“‘intelligent ob 
server.” The title of Mr. Campbeil’s new 
drama is “The White Slave,” and thé 
work was displayed before a large audiencd 
last night at the Fourteenth-Street Theatre. “The 
White Slave” is divided into seven tableaus. Dur 
ing the progress of the first three tableaus thé 
audience gave cordial applause to the pla} 
and the aetors. During the second half of the per 
formance there was very littie applause. This wai 
illustrative of the merits of the play—if “Tht 
White Slave” can be said justly to haw 
merits. The drama—which is a luridly sen 
sational affair, and overcrowded with merd 
ly theatrical effect—opens vigorously, cox 
pactly, and, after its fashion, effectively; it begid 
as a@ promising melodrama, and it fizzles ou 
drearily. The story of the play concerns i 
with the misfortunes of a young woman who 
supposed to be am octoroon slave, and wh 
ia fomnd in the end to be a 





white woman. It is based—as Mr. Camp- 
bell's plays are invariably based—upon a prepos- 
terous and altogether unacceptable motive. Its 
plements are, in brief, a hero who is singularly vir- 
tuous and astonishingly idiotic; a heroine who is 
hot unattractive or unsympathetic; an abun- 
dance of the stale and monotonously pious 
negro fraternity; a steam-boat which takes fire 
nnd explodes; two death scenes, and a dozen ex- 
pedients which have been used so often in dramas 
bf the class to which Mr. Boucicault’s “ Octo- 
roon” belongs that to think of them is mel- 
Bncholy. It is made up of course layers 
of empty farco and shallow drama. It 
shows no inventive faculty, no power 
of characterization, and no independence or vigor 
of thought. It is remim.veiss Or what has been 
viewed with mixed emotions upon unnumbered 
occasions, and at moments it is painfully plagiaris- 
tic. The opening scenes of **The White Slave” 
are skillfully put together, and move with a certain 
telling force; but the whole thine grows feeble and 
comes to nothing. The play was put upon the 
Btage with a kind of carefulness and with some 

c attractiveness, and it was helped along by 
fairly competent acting. The cast included Miss 
Georgia Cayvan, Miss Emmie Wilmot, Mrs. Ger- 
mon, Miss Etelka Wardell, Miss Marie Bates, Mr. 
Gustavus Levick, and Mr. W. J. Scan- 
lan. Miss Cayvan is a young, handsome, 
pnd talented girl, and her ability has 
been shown more than once; she gave dignity to 
her part last night, but she played in a constrained 
and poor style. Mr. Levick exerted himself with 
partial success to give some individuality to a 
most illogical and incomprehensible sort of 
hero. ‘‘The White Slave” is, it mignt be 
paid, a species of compromise between 
The Octoroon” and “Uncle Tom's Cabin;” 
and it is, fortunately for Mr. Campbell, not worse 
than other masterpieces of raw rubbish which have 
flisfigured the stage and delighted those who would 
be dishonored at the thought of reading one of the 


more er less historic Mr. Beadle’s ** dime novels.”

MEXICAN CENTRAL PROGRESS. 


Boston, April 8.—The Mexican Central 
Railroad Company held its annual meeting here 
to-day, and Directors were elected as follows, 108,- 
960 shares out of a total of 151,840 being voted 
upon: Thomas Nickerson, William Rotch, Charles 
J. Paine, Frank Morrison, Royal M. Pulsifer, Theo- 
dore Nickerson, Albert W. Nickerson, Levi C. 
Wade, A. B. Lawrie, Benjamin P. Cheney, Isaac L. 


Burr, Thomas Dana, Robert R. Symon, and Fred 
L. Ames, all of Boston, and Rudolph Fink, 
Sebastian Camacho, and Ramon G. Guzman, 
of Mexico. The annual report gave the 
progress of the building of the main line 
and the several divisions up to the latest advices. 
On the main line from the city of Mexico north 
the road was completed and opened for business 
to Tula, 5734 miles, Sept. 15 last; to San Juan del 
Rio, 119 miles, Deo, 15, and to Queretaro, 153 miles 
Feb. 16. By the latest’ report, March 21, the road 
had reached 17644 miles north from tne city of 
Mexico, and it was expected to reach Celaya, 
182 miles, on March 380, at which Po nt 
the 87 miles of narrow gauge purchased by 
the company is reached and which will be imme- 
diately widened to the standard gauge. This work 
is to be completed so that the road can be opened 
to Izapuato, 219 miles, early in April, On the Chi- 
huahua division the track on Feb. 28 had been 
completed 105 miles from Paso del Norte south, 
and on March 29 the General Superintendent tele- 
graphed that 122 miles had been Inspected and 
approved by the Government engineer. The prog- 
ress of construction on the Tampico divi 
sion has been slow, mainiy for- want of 
laborers. About 1,000 workmen have been sent 
from New-Orleans wf and better progress {is 
looked for. About 40 miles graded and 20 miles 
railed was the latest report. On the Pacific divi- 
sion part of the line has been definitely fixed upon, 
and the work of grading will soon begin. It is ex- 
pected that the road will be completed to Leon, 

miles, and to Chihuahua, 224, by June1. Con- 
tracts have been made for ali the principal mate- 
rials, including rolling stock, to cumplete the road 
from the elty of Mexico north 450 miles and from 
Paso del Norte south 375 miles during the present 
year. 

The earnings since the opening of the main 
line to the latest date, not ineluding any 
earnings on the company’s material, have 
been: Passenger, $66,851 48; freight, $51,727 12; 
total, $118,078 60. A settlement has been made 
for the subsidy due on the first 150 kilo- 
métres of road eonstructed, amounting to $1,049,000, 
for which the Mexican Government is now issuing 
to the company the duty certificates in aecordance 
with the terms of the concession. Under date of 
March 14 it was reported that $50,000in cash had been 
colleeted in subsidy certificates at Vera Cruz. It 
is estimated that the International Line from the 
Rio Grande to the city of Mexico can and will be 
completed within the next year. Since the open- 
ing of the road to Queretaro, a distance of 153 
miles, an estimate of the operating expenses per- 
taining to the proper earnings of the road is stated 
by the manager to be about 60 percent. Railroad 

ommissioner Kinsley, who has reeently returned 
from an extended trip through Mexico and along 
the line of the Mexican Central, stated at the meet- 
ing that in his opinion the road would be com- 
pleted from the City of Mexico to El Pasoin the 

ime stated, and that this would be done beforea 
thousand miles of railroad could be built in Mexico 
by any other company.

ABRAM V. CONNER. 

Abram V. Conner, the Sheriff of Richmond 
County, died at his home in Richmond, Staten 
Island, at 1 o’clock yesterday morning, of general 
debility. His age was 68 years. He belonged to 


the family of an early settler on the island. His 
randfather, Richard Conner, came to Staten Island 
rom Ireland about 1760, and his father, Col. Rich- 
ard Conner, held several offices of trust and was a 
man of prominence. The deceased gentleman, al- 
though a Republican, occupied public positions for 
many years in a Democratic stronghold. He was 
elected Oounty Clerk, County Treasurer, and Su- 
ervisor at different times. In 1879 he was eleeted 
heriff, and his term of office would have expired 
{in January next. The execution of Edward Rein- 
bardt, oné of the only two pessone ever hanged in 
Richmond County, devolved on Mr. Conner. The 
execution of the other, a negro, oceurred over 100 
years ago, and Mr. Conner’s father signed the 
death warrant. A widow, many years younger 
than Mr. Conner, survives him. The interment will 
be made in the old Moravian churchyard at New- 
Dorp. The duties of the Sheriff's office will be per- 
formed by Under Sheriff William Conner, son of 
the deceased, until the Governor makes an ap- 
pointment to fill the vacancy.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


THE STRAM-SHIP DISASTER OFF 
OAPE FINISTERRE. 

A COLLISION IN CLEAR WEATHER THAT OC- 
CASIONED A LARGE LOSS OF LIFE—THE 
NUMBER OF MISSING PERSONS REPORTED 
AS 51—THE MISSING AND WOUNDED. 

Lonpon, April 8.—Sir Henry Wrixon 

Becher, Bart} of Creagh, County Cork, Ire- 

land, and Lady Becher were saved from the 

steam-ship Douro, sunk in a collision off Cape 

Finisterre with the steamer Yrurac Bat. The 

names of the 24 passengers who were saved 


are published, but include no Amerieans. 


The third and fourth engineers of the 
Douro were also saved. The Douro had 


on board £58,000 in specie. Her crew 
numbered 61. The loss of _ lite wouid 
have been much greater if the collision had oc- 
curred earlier on her voyage, as 175 passen- 
ers from Brazil were landed at Lisbon. It is 
ewn that of those on the Douro, the Cap- 
tain, four officers, the first and second engin- 
neers, and four passengers are among the 
drowned. The Liverpool agents of the Yrurac 
Bat state that she had only nine steerage pas- 
sengers, all of whom were saved. Thirty-two 
persons are missing from the Douro and 19 
from the Yrurac Bat, 

Lonpon, April 4.—At the time of the col- 
lision the weather was fine, and there was no 
tog. The Yrurac Bat struck the Douro amid- 
sh ps on the starboard side. The Douro sank 
i alfanhour. The survivors were rescued 
in boats two hours afterward. 

A dispatch to Reuter’s Telegram Company 
from Vigo says: ‘‘ Four of the passengers and 
18 of the crew of the Douro are missing, 
Several of the survivors were injured. 
The ship’s surgeon had one of his collar 
bones broken. A lady lost several fingers. 
An officer had one of his legs fractured. All 
the women and children were saved except 
one servant. The Yrurac Bat’s bows were 
stove in and she sank in 15 minutes.” 

As the numbers given in the telegrams of 
the saved and lost do not agree with the list 
of the passengers and crew of the Douro, it 
is thought probable that the vessel was 
carrying some distressed seamen, whose names 
do not appear in the list forwarded from Lis- 


on, 

Reuter’s dispatch from Lisbon gives the 
names of three of the passengers drowned by 
the sinking of the Douro as Schwind, Fell, and 
Camara. The fourth was Lady Belcher’s 
serving-maid. 

Forty-nine passe ngers and 68 of the crew of 
the Douro were saved. The specie, baggage, 
and mails were lost. The survivors are desti-

HANLAN DEFEATS BOYD. 
AN EASY VICTORY FOR THE CANADIAN 
CHAMPION. 

Lonpon, April 3.—The race on the Tyne 
this afternoon between Hanlan and Boyd 
was fairly close, and was won by Hanlan. 
The starting boats were moored oppo- 
site the Mansion House, about 100 yards 
above the High JLevel Bridge, and 
380 yards apart. The rival oarsmen 
appeared within a few minutes of each other. 
Boyd won the toss and chose the north side of 
the river. Hanlan used his Phelps & Peters 


boat. Boyd used the Britannia, built by Swad- 
dle & Winship. Boyd dashed away at the 
start and was a half length in front in a few 
strokes. Hanlan, however, sculling in grand 
form, caught him, and in half a mile was clear 
of him. Hanlan’s time to the Redhengh Bridge 
was 3:23. By this time Hanlan was two lengths 
in front, and the race was practically over. 
The Canadian was in magnificent form, scull- 
ing easily and well, not pulling more than 28 
strokes a minute, and winning easily. Boyd 
wasinevident trouble, pulling a very bad course 
above the — It was quite clear that the 
Canadian could play with Boyd, agd he soon 
began bis old tricks, such as playing with his 
oars and every now and then stopping for sev- 
eral seconds. Boyd struggled gamely on, do- 
ing his best. anlan stopped, held up one 
hand and blew his nese; but directly Boyd got 
anywhere near him, the champion pulled a 
dozen or so powerful strokes and went ahead, 

Off the Lead-works, about a furlong above 
the Redhengh Bridge, Hanlan had slightly in- 
creased his lead, then being about two lengths 
abead. He kept this position past Dunn- 
street, three furlongs further on. Nearing 
Armstrong’s Crane, half a mile from Dunn- 
street, he had increased his lead te four lengths, 
but after this eased up. On the river were 
many crowded steamers besides the umpire’s 
boat, on which were Lord Londesborough and 
many other gentlemen. A strong tide was 
running, and the conditions were extremel 
favorable for the race, There was not muc 
betting. Five to two was offered on Hanlan 
with few takers, although three to one would 
have been taken to a considerable amount. 

It was as easy a task for Hanlan as the Lay- 
cock race. Tha course was admirably kept, 
there not being the slightest obstacle in the 
way of the men. The feature of the day 
was the enormous number of spectators 
estimated at hundreds of thousands, who lin 
the whole course. Hanlan won by seven 
lengths in 21:06. Hanlan made the first mile 
in 5:45, the fastest time on record on the Tyne.

The Government’s ‘‘ Corrupt Practices’’ bill 
will totally disfranchise Gloucester, Maccles- 
field, and Saudwich, It suspends the writs 
for Boston, Canterbury, Chester, and Oxford 
during the existence of the present Parliament. 
The bill permanently disfranchises all inhabi- 
tants who are scheduled for bribery. 

The Times, commenting on the case of Dr. 
Lamson, says there is no symptom of insanity 
in his deliberate and persistent striving to 
make away with one whose removal meant 
temporary relief from his difficulties, It con- 
cludes by drawing attention to the fact that: 
the plea of insanity is sprung upon Sir Wil- 
liam Harcourt after four months’ silence, and 
says: ‘‘The theory set up in the United 
States that he had a craze on the subject of 
aconitine does not, we presume, impose on any 
man of ordinary sense.’”’ The Daily Tele- 
graph says: ‘The hopes which a respite must 
raise may, and probably will, be doomed to 
disappointment.” 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 3.—The American 
Minister to Vienna has arrived here from 
Alexandria. In an interview with Min- 
ister Phelps, the Khédive said he did 
not hesitate _to express his preference 
for American sympathy and co-operation over 
that which had been offered from other 
sources. Referring to American scheols and

BOSTON POLICE COMMISSION. 


— 
THE OLD BOARD OUSTED BY THE MAYOR— 


THE CHARGES AGAINST THE MEMBERS. 

Boston, April 3.—Each of the three mem- 
bers of the Board ot Police Commissioners were 
surprised and confounded this afternoon by re- 


ceiving a note from Mayor Green as follows: 


“Being satisfied that the discipline of the Police 
force requires a change in its [pdb <p aaly I do here- 
by, in accordance with the authority intrusted to me, 
notify you of your removal from the office of Police 
Commissioner, to take effect upon the appointment 
and qualification of your suceessor.”’ 


Later in the afternoon, when the Aldermen came 
together in their regular meeting, the following 
communication addressed to the City Council was 
received from the Mayor just after the opening of 


business: 


“ Being satisfied, after examination of the evidence 
taken by the committee of the last City Council 
eharged with the investigation of the official 
conduct of the Police Commissioners of this 
city, and submitted to me by your honorable 
body, as well as by other information from 
trustworthy sources, that the public interests, 
in which are closely involved the safety, 
eace, and good order of the city, uire a 

tal change in the composition of the present Board of 
Police Commissioners, and believing that the said Com- 
missioners do not possess the respect and confidence 
of the community, I have notified them of their re- 
moval from office upon the appointment and quali- 
fication of their suceessors. For the purpose 
of reconstructing said board, I hereby appoint, 
subject to your approval and confirmation, the 
following persons as Police Commissioners of the 
city of oston for the terms respectively as- 
signed to them: Thomas L. Jenks, in _ place 
of Henry Walker, removed; Benjamin D. Burley, in 

lace of Thomas J. Gargan, removed; Nathaniel 
ales, in place of Edward J. Jones, removed.”” 


The board debated the question, some members 
friendly to the present Commissioners expressing 


themselves very warmly, and finally postponed ac- 
tion upon the nominations for one week. 

The investigation referred to in the Mayor's 
letter was in accordance with requests of 
the members of the commission, orders hav- 
ing been put into the Council for their 
removal, and eharges having been made 
against them. The majority of the commit- 
tee reported that there are three classes 
of crime which exist in the eity to a. 
very great extent—the illegal sale of liquor, 
keeping of houses of ill-fame, and the keeping of 
gambling-houses—all of which are carried on 
in such an open manner that the places 
where such practices exist are known to the 
Police me public. The committee says that 
it was In evidence before it that there are 
houses of ill-fame and gambling-houses in 
the city that have onenly done and are now carry- 
ing on the same business and in the same 
pee as forthe last eight or ten years, without 

indrance or molestation from the *Polite. It 
also reported that it found that there was an un- 
- and improper discrimination in granting liquor 
icenses; that all Se ne for license 
did not stand on the same footing or 
have an equal chance of success with others; that 
when objection was made by proper and reputable 
citizens to the granting of any particular license, 
it was not of any weight if the petitioners could 
not bring a certain amount of influence to 
bear upon the Commissioners; and _ that 
liquor was openly sold in all arts of 
the city between the hours of midnight and 6 
o,clock A. M., also on Sundays, and»ap- 
parently no determination was made _ to 
stop it or enforce the law against 
those who were earrying on such practices. Other 
charges were made againet the individual Commis- 
sioners. Commissioner Walker is charged with not 
attempting to have the laws enforced or attempting 
to pov deren whether they are enforced or not; not 
attempting to stop the breaking of laws when 
complaints were being made to him that 
they were being broken; not trying to have 
the members of the department carry out the 
rules as laid down by the board, and with 
having appeared as counsel in suits pend- 
ing in court for members of the olice 
Department who have been sued for acta done as 
Police officers. Commissioner Gargan is charged 
with having absented himself from his duties 
for a period of 280 days without the 
consent of the City Council, and Commissioner 
Jones with having served as Ball Commissioner 
and Commissioner of Insolvency while holding 
his position of Police Commissioner. The minority 
of the committee reported that the charges were 
not sustained and recommended no action. It in- 
cluded three of the eight members. 

The announcement of the action of the Mayor 
created the liveliest excitement among City 
Hall and local politicians. The Commissioners 
were free to express their indignation at the sum- 
mary action. The majority report of the com- 
mittee their friends characterize as ex parte, 
and it is claimed for them that they have 
bad no sufficient chanee to defend themselves. 
The new board, as nominated by the Mayor, 
{is composed of one pronounced Democrat, Mr. 
Jenks, aud one pronounced Republican, 
Gen. Wales, Lieut. Burley is classed as 
an independent. The friends of the  pres- 
ent board assert that the movement 
is purely political and that the Mayor has over- 
stepped his authority, his duty being, as they see it, 
to act In a judicial capacity, and give officers 
against whom charges are preferred a chance 
to defend themselves with counsel before 
final action is taken. The two Democrats in the 
board, Col. Walker and Mr. Gargan, say they leave 
their case with the Democratic City Committee, 
A conference was held this evening. at 
which leading Democrats were present, in- 
cluding ex-Gov, Gaston, GHenr W. Paine, 
Reuben Noble, and Gen. Butler, and also 
Father O’Connor, President of the Boston Catholic 
College. It is proposed to make a political issue of 
the matter.

THE WATER IN THE MISSISSIPPI VALLEY 


RUNNING OFF RAPIDLY. 
New-Orueans, April 3.—A Picayune spe- 
cial from Greenville, Miss., says the reports are 
favorable. The backwater is running off rapidly 
and planting is going on briskly. Hundreds of 
acres of corn are up and looking finely. Cotton- 


planting immediately follows the receding of the 
waters, and this whole country will be in seed be- 
fore the 1st of M The plantations below here, 
between this and Issequena County, west of Deer 
Creek, and many of them east of that stream, are 
now under the plow instead of being under the 
water. Particular and individual cases of losses 
are hard to get at and harder to estimate. It is 
enough to know that things look brighter all 
around, and hopes of a prosperous crop season are 
in the ascendant. 

VICKSBURG, Miss., April 3.—The river at 
this point began to recede on March 21, after reach- 
ing 48 feet 9 inches above low-water mark, and has 
fallen since that time 22 inches, including 2 inches 
in the last 24heurs. Gnatsare playing sad havoc 
with stook in many portions of the surrounding 
count The tributary packets bring news of the 
water falling in all the streams at an average rate 
of two inches in 24 hours. On the Big Sunflower 
much planting and plowing are being done. The

STORM ON THE NEW-JERSEY COAST. 
Ocean Bracn, N. J., April 3.—A terrific 
rain-storm, accompanied by a very strong wind 
and thunder and lightning, passed over this region 
late yesterday afternoon. A large number of cot- 
tages here were badly damaged by the wind, win- 
dows being broken, chimneys blown down, and 


roofs torn off. The new house of George Kisner 
was moved from its foundation walls and almost 
completely wrecked.

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DISCUSSIONS ABOUT FISH 


——~ 
MEETING OF THE AMERICAN FISH.- 
CULTURAL ASSOCIATION. 
ENDURANCE OF CARP WHEN DEPRIVED OF 
WATER—ARTIFICIAL PROPAGATION OF 
SHAD—RAINBOW TROUT INFERIOR TO 
THE BROOK SPECIES. 


* The annual meeting of the American Fish- 
‘Cultural Association began yesterday morning in 
the rooms of the Directors of the Fulton Market 
Fishmongers’ Association, and will continue this 
morning and afternoon. Among those in attend- 
ance were Col. M. McDonald, the Virginia Fish 
Commissioner, who is also a member of the United 
States Fish Commission; Charles W. Smiley, United 
States Fish Commissioner, Washington, D. C.; 
¥red Mather, Assistant United States Fish 
Commissioner; A. A. Anderson, New-Jersey Fish 
Commissioner; Seth Wecks, Superintendent of the 
Western Pennsylvania Hatching Ponds; Seth 
Green, Superintendent of the New-York State 
Hatching Works; Reuben Wood, Syracuse, N. Y.; 
Charles B, Evarts, Windsor, Vt.; J. Annin, Jr., Cal- 
edonia, N. Y.; H. B, Mansfield, United States Navy; 
James Benkard, President of the South Side Sports- 
men’s Club; A. T. Blauvelt, Blanveltville, N. Y.; 
J. C. Pumpelly, Poughkeepsie, N. Y.; H. H. Thomp- 
son, B. Phillips, Charles E. West,and H. D. Meo- 
Govern, all of Brooklyn; E. G. Blackford, 
John Foord, W. 4H. Butler, and Mrs. 
Amelia Lewis and others, of this City. 
In the absence of the President,’ R. B, Roosevelt, 
the meeting was called to order by the Viee-Presi- 
dent, George Shepard Page, of this City, who econ- 
gratulatead the members of the association upon 
the increased interest manifested in the work of 
fish-culture, and also upon the rapld developments 
in the art now being made. It was mainly 
through the efforts of this association, he said, 
that the United States Fish Commission was ap- 
pointed, and through their efforts that rivers have 
been repopulated with that most toothsome of 
fish, the shad, The successful artificial cultivation 
Of trout, as exemplified by the exhibits made in 
this City during the past two days, was referred to. 


. Second only to the success in the propagation of 


shad, he said, was that of the artificial propagation 
of black bass, a fish which had at onetime become 
Very searce, but is now common on the stalls of 
she markets of all the important eities, where it 
had been sold as low as 8 or 10 cents per pound. 

The Secretary, Mr. Barnet Phillips, read a paper 
by Hugh D. McGovern, of Brooklyn,-on the habits, 
éndu-ance, and growth of carp. This was devoted 
to the description of a series of experiments show- 
ing the power of endurance of the fish and their 
special service as scavengers in trout ponds. The 
writer had taken three large carp from his ponds, 
wrapped them in wet cloths, and 24 hours after- 
ward one.of these was introduced into water in 
this City. The other two, after being out of water 
434 hours, were placed in a pond In Prospect Park, 
Brooklyn. None of the fish showed any evidence 
of injury resulting from their long absence from 
their native element. 

Fred Mather, of this City, Assistant United States 
Fish Commissioner and one of the editors of the 
Forest and Stream, read a paper on the remarkable 
development of embryo salmon that came under 
his observation while hatching out some spawn 
for the United States Fish Commission on the pre- 
serves of Thomas Clapham, of Roslyn, Long 
Island. A number of the young fry, he said, were 

ut in a tank of new pine, which had been imper- 
ectly tarred. The fry became affected with some 
fisease of the sac. Suspecting the cause, he at 
once removed the fry toa bettertarred tank. In 
the 15,000 fry removed there appeared to have de- 
veloped a disease of the liver, and eventually dropsy 
Betin. Tne.sac became constricted. until finally 
it hang from the body by only a single 
very fine thread. Thus converted into a pendant 
ball the sac dropped off and yet 10,000 of the fry 
lived and are now feeding:and healthy. Develop- 
ment under such circumstances proved that the 
absorption of the sac was not necessary to the 
life of a fish. The effect of the turpentine in 
pregnated water on the fry had revealed to him 
aiso the true reason why trout do not thrive in 
streams below saw-mills. It had been held by the 
unscientific fisherman that the cause was the clog- 
ging of the gills by saw-dust. The true reason is 
the impregnation of the water with turpentine 
from pine, and tannin from oak sawdust, and 
the absorption of the poisoned water causes dis- 
ease and death in the fish. 

Col. M. McDonald, Fish Commissioner of the 
State of Virginia, and alsoa United States Fish 
Commissioner, gave an interesting statement of 
experiments looking toward the artificial propaga- 
tion of shad for introduction into European waters. 
It had been supposed that this might be accom- 
plished by the retardation of embryonic develop- 
ment. Eggs had been taken from the fish at a tem- 
Gerature of 75°, and then kept in water at a tem- 
= of 60° for seven and eight days, and 

ealthy fish hatched. When kept for a longer 
patos. or at a lower temperature, the fish were 

variably unhealthy. The theory of retardation 
of embryonié growth had, therefore, to be 
abandoned. It had been proved by ex- 
eriment that eggs kept in wet flannels 
nadamp atmosphere ata temperature of 60° for 
43 hours could be Seepeeener saben. The prob- 
lem of successful hatching while the eggs were en 
route has now been solved by the use of closed 
hatching apparatus. This consists simply of a jar 
of about five quarts capacity, with two tubes lead- 
ing into it. One of these, at the bottom, furaishes 
a@ constant supply of fresh water, and the other, at 
the top, carries off the impure water. As this 
water is forced into and carried out of the jar 
under pressure, and as the 75,000 eggs which the 
jar would contain lie in a solid mass at the bottom, 
the motion of atrain or rolling of a vessel would 
not affect the spawn. With this apparatus, the 
Colonel thought, shad spawn might be carried to 
Europe as safely and successfully as they are now 
transported to the rivers of California,Colorado,and 
Texas. The only question that a practical culturist 
is now required to answer is as to their ability to 
keep asupply of pure water to feed these closed 
jars while a vessel was en route, and this he 
thought could be done. It has been known to 
fish-culturists for years that the eggs of the 
salmonide could be transported out of the water 
without injury, but not until very recently that the 
same thing could be done with the eggs ef the 
shad. This discovery was the result of an acci- 
dent. The Fish Commission had in process of 
transportation a load of ones from the Potomac 
spawning-grounds to the hatching-houses in the 
Brooklyn Navy-yard. The launch having the eggs 
on board broke down, and Col. McDonald, bent on 
saving the eggs if possible, put them on trays in 
fiannel, and carried them to the hatehing-houses, 
Altheugh they had been out of the water for 15 
hours, they hatched out one of the best lots of fish 
the commission had ever hatched artificially. This 
accidental discovery has resulted in a _ great 
faving in the expense of artificial propaga- 
tion, and has made possible the establish- 
ment of a central hatching station, at which 
the Government will hereafter hatch all 
the impregnated spawn taken in the Potomac and 
Susquehanna Rivers. The eggs of the cod, Spanish 
mackerel, sea mackerel, bonita, and other fish 
whose eggs float on the water cannot be hatched 
in the closed apparatus used for propagating shad 
eggs. Just howto hatch them while being trans- 
ported isa question that the Fish Commission is 
now trying to solve. A series of experiments 
is being made with a funnel-shaped apparatus 
which is fed from the bottom with pure salt water. 
To carry off the impure water a gyphon is used, 
the arm inserted in the upper portion of the ap- 
paratus being long enough to reach below the 
mass of floating eggs. The experiments have 
proved partially successful, and it is expected that 
they can be made wholly so. The transportation 
of the eggs of the cod from this City to the Wash- 
ington hatching-houses is a problem which 
et awaits solution. An attempt was made 
faet Fall, by the use 0 hermetically 
sealed jars. The eggs were taken at the Fulton 
Market slip and impregnated, and their develop- 
ment retarded by placing them in water at a tem- 
perature of 34°. In attempting to hatch them ar- 
tificial salt was used, and the failure of the attempt 
it is thought was due to that fact. In the opinion 
of the speaker it would be proved possible to ar- 
rest the development of the spawn of fish, trans- 
port the eggs to any distance, and then hatch them, 
just as is now done with wheat. 

Eugene G. Blackford, one of the New-York 
State Fish Commissioners, said that he had writ- 
teu to Prof. Baird, of the United States Fish Com- 
mission, offering. in behalf of the Fulton Market 
Fishmongers Association, to assist in the hatch- 
ing of cod eggs. He asked that the steamer Fish 
Hawk, with its appiiances for hatching, be sent 
here, and offered, if this was done, to furnish 100,- 
000,000 eggs per diem for batching purposes. This 
could easily be done, in his opinion, as a large cod 
will strip 9,000,000 good eggs. This method will 
gave the expense of sending out a special steamer 
to catch fish with ripe eggs, and save & great 
waste of both fish and eggs.

A paper read by James Annin, Jr.. of Caledo- 
nia,on ths ‘“ neinbow Trout,” a recent importa- 
tion from the Western rivers, occaeioned a lively 
discussion, the only one of the day’s session. Mr. 
Annin, in his paper, held that the rainbow trout 
was not a specially desirable fish. In the first 
place, his experience had heneng a him that it was 
not so gamer asthe common brook trout, tiring 
very quickly after taking the fly, and making gen- 
eraily but two orthree dashes forliberty. The fish is 
one that can be raised easily, develops rapidly, and 
eats heartily and well. As {t cannot be taken until 
Jater in the season than the brook trout, it is on 
that score objectionable to sportsmen. Some 

en he known refused to put the trout 
{nto their baskets aftercatchingthem. In hisopin- 
jon, when put into the same waters witb the brook 
trout they would exterminate them in a few years. 
Another objection to them was that they grew 
soft after being taken from the water, and were 
therefore, so available forthe market. Mr. 
-Mather stated in response to a query that in 
opinion the rainbow trout would drive out the 
brook trout as the Norway rat has 
“oat the native rat, and the English 
sperrow the native -bird. There was cir-

CORNELIUS VANDERBILT'S DEATH. 


THE ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE FUNERAL IN 
THE CHURCH OF THE STRANGERS, 


The body of Cornelius J. Vanderbilt, who 
committed suicide by shooting himself in his room 
inthe Glenham Hotel on Sunday afternoon,-was 
removed yesterday morning to the Church of the 
Strangers, in Mercer-street, where it was placed in 


front of the pulpit, the box being covered witha 
heavy pallof blaek velvet. It was the original in- 
tention to take the remains from the hotel on Sun- 
day night, but Mr. W. H. Vanderbilt objected to 
such haste, because, he said, it would place his 
dead brother on a par with paupers. The body 
was taken trom the ice and inclosed in a casket 
late last night. The casket is covered with black 
broadcloth and silk velvet, and heavily draped. 
The handles, of massive silver, are also draped. 
The Rev. Dr. Charles F, Deems will officiate at the 
services, which will be held in the church at 9:15 
this morning. They will be very short, consist- 
ing of the simple service of the Church of 
England. On the conclusion of the service 
the remains, accompanied by Dr. Deems, W. 
H. Vanderbilt, and other members of the fam- 
ily, with a few friends, will be taken to the 
Grand Central Depot and leave on a special 
train for Hartford at 10:30. Here Dr. Deems will 
perform a short service at the grave, and the body 
will be interred by the side of that of Mr. Vander- 
bilt’s dead wife, The Associated Pioneers of Call- 
fornia, of which the deceased was a member, will 
be represented by a delegation at the funeral in 
the church. 

The friends of Cornelius J. Vanderbilt were as- 
tonished yesterday when the news of his death at 
his own hands was made known to them. He was 
aman who was apparently free from any eare 
whieh could render him desperate, had just built 
& new mansion in Hartford, and,so far as his 
friends knew,had no motive for making away 
with himself. The general verdict was that he had 
committed the deed while laboring under a fit of 
temporary insanity. The pistol with which the 
suicide was committed is new in the possession of 
Coroner Brady. It is not a small weapon, but 
a Smith & Wesson revolver of 88 calibre, self- 
cocking, and of the Russo-Turkish  pat- 
tern. In order to obtain the weapon. 
Mr. Vanderbilt must have risen from his 
bed and gone to-a bureau, in a drawer of which it 
was lying, so that there can be no doubt that the 
suicide was intentional. The ball entered at the 
joining of the cheek bone, passed under the obital 
plate to the root of the nose, at which point it di- 
verged and took an upward course, coming out 
about an inch above the left ear. It was found on 
the plilow about three inches from his head. It 
was said yesterday that the dead man left property 
valued at $600,000, but whether he had made a will 
or not could not be learned. Coroner Brady will 
held an inquest on Thursday afternoon at 3 o'clock,

‘Both were fe- 
males. One never drew the breath of life, but the 
other, safe and weli in its loving mother’s 
arms, will doubtless grow up the pride of its 
parents.”” When Mr. Hodges arrived at the 
Garden Sunday morning he found Minnie with 
a babe in either arm, One was limp and motion- 
less, but the other was applying itself industriously 
to the task of extracting nourishment from the 
maternal breast. Mr. Hodges mounted the step- 
ladder to take away the dead babe, and Jock, 
the father, who was in the next compart- 
ment in “ murderer's row,’ became greatly ex- 
cited. He almost succeeded in wrenching 
open the door, and he did sueceedin grabbing Mr. 
Hodges by the hair of the head. He pulled unmer- 
cifully, and only by vigorous action in compelling 
him to release his hold did Mr. Hodges save him- 
self from premature baldness. When he had 
caused Jock to relax his grasp, Mr. Hodges reached 
into Minnie’s compartment and took her lifeless 
infant from her. She cried like a child at the loss, 
while the tears coursed down her cheeks. She 
was nearly distracted, and, with her live offspring 
in her right hand, extended at arm's length, ran 
into the far corner of the cage. She moaned 
and wailed for a while, but finally dried her eyes 
when she saw that she was safe from further inter- 
ference, and gave her undivided attention to her 
young one. All day long yesterday she held her babe 
tightly in her arms, and was as solicitous for its wel- 
fare asany mother could be. Mr. Hodges said it was 
the first time twin monkeys were ever born in se 
tivity.

FOREIGN FIRE COMPANIES. 


A BILL ON WHICH MORE LIGHT I8 WANTED 
BY UNDERWRITERS, 


The bill introdueed in the Assembly on Fri- 
day touching foreign fire insurance companies is 
provoking a good dealof quiet discussion among 
underwriters. It prohibits the Superintendent of 
the Insurance Department from making any publi- 
cation or statement in his annual report to the 


Legislature which gives credit for the assets held 
or business done by any fire insurance company 
organized under the laws of any foreign Govern- 
ment or sountry and authorized to transact 
business in this State, other than for assets 
held in and business done within the Unit- 
ed States. It further provides that foreign 
fire insurance companies shall only report and be 
credited with the business done and assets held by 
or for them in the United States, and it shall not be 
lawful for such companies to make any statement, 
publication, or advertisement in regard to their 
assets and business except as herein before men- 
tioned. The reasons—mostly conjectural—of un- 
derwriters for the introduction of the bill are 
widely different. The manager of a foreign ecom- 
pany said to a reporter yesterday that ne belleved 
the biJl was introduced in the interest ot a large 
English company which wanted to come here, but 
was precluded by its practice of withholding from 
the public all knowledge of its actual condition. 
Thiscompany, he said, was a close eorporation, 
whose condition could be estimated only by 
the value of its stock, which sold at 
an enormous premium. Were the bill to 
became a law the company in question ,could come 
here and deposit a few hundred thousand dollars, 
which wonld be a mere bagatelle to it,and do 
business. Another underwriter sald he regarded 
the bill as merely the effort of persons jealous of 
the rs gyn J of foreign companies to annoy their 
forelgn managers. He thought the foreign com- 
panies, after the manner in which several of them, 
at the times of the Chicago and Buston conflagra- 
tions, called on their funds abroad to meet losses, 
ought to be allowed to get whatever benefit they 
could out of advertising their assets, no matter 
where held or invested. The manager of another 
foreign company said he had no objection to the 
passage of the bill; in fact, he was rather in favor 
of it, because it would — all companies in pro- 
ortion to their securities in this country on equal 
ooting before the insuring public. Under the ex- 
isting law, he said, large foreign companies, which 
had but a onal porn of their assets here, pos- 
sessed an unfair advantage over certain foreign and 
all native companies by advertising their home as- 
sets, which, although available for American losses, 
were only soin a very remote degree. From all 
that could be gathered yesterday, it seemed to be 
the genoral opinion among insurance men that 
there was something back of the bill that ought to 
be brought to the front.

ADVICE T0 THE GRAND JURY. 
The April term of the Court of General

Unless 
the ends of ong = required it roceedings 
should always be instituted before Police mag- 
istrates, where the accused would have the privi- 
lege of cross-examining the witnesses produced 
against him. There existed a class of persons who 
were always anxious to get before the Grand Jury 
and prefer complaints against others—parties who 
failed to collect debts in the ordinary manner pro- 
vided by law—and went before the Grand Jury to 
procure the finding of indictments for aye cemery | 
goods by false pretenses. In such cases the Gran 

Jury should be satisfied that the complainant was 
actuated by proper motives, and not by malicious 
motives engendered by a failure to collect debts 
by the usual methods. They should guard against 
allowing their chamber to be turned into a bureau 
for the collection of personal debts. If, on the 
other hand, they felt satisfied that a person had 
obtained money or goods by false pretenses, it 
would, of course, be their duty to find an indict- 
ment against him.
